MONDAY  MORNING   SESSION. 


The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  was  called  to  order  at  10  a.  m. 
in  Federation  Hall,  Haverhill,  Mass. 

President  Thomas  J.  Durnin  in  the  chair. 

Assistant  Secretary  Martin  T.  Joyce  read  the  Call  of  the  Convention 
as  follows :

CALL  FOR  CONVENTION. 
To  the  Membership  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. : 
Greeting : 

Fellow  Workers: — In  compliance  with  Article  IV.  of  our  Constitu- 
tion, you  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  will 
be  held  in  Federation  Hall,  2  Oilman  Place,  Haverhill,  Mass.,  com- 
mencing at  10  a.  m.,  on  Monday,  September  18,  1911,  and  continuing 
until  the  business  of  the  Convention  is  concluded. 

Representation:  Section  1.  The  basis  of  representation  in  the 
Convention  shall  be  as  follows :  Each  Union  of  200  members  or  less, 
attached  to  a  National  or  international  Union,  when  one  is  in  existence, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate,  and  an  additional  delegate  for  the  next 
200  or  majority  fraction  thereof ;  but  no  Union  shall  be  allowed  more 
than  five  representatives. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Central  Labor  Union  composed  of  miscellaneous 
bodies  shall  be  entitled  to  two  delegates. 

Sec.  3.  Unions  withdrawing  from  the  State  Federation  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  representation  unless  they  have  reaffiliated  at  least  three 
months  prior  to  the  holding  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Unions  organized  prior  to  the  Convention,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Board,  will  be  entitled  to  affiliation  and  repre- 
sentation. 

Sec.  5.  Unions  in  existence  ninety  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
holding  of  the  Convention  must  affiliate  with  the  State  Branch  sixty  days 
prior  to  the  Convention  to  be  entitled  to  representation. 

Sec.  6.  No  organization  which  has  seceded  from  any  Local,  Na- 
tional  or  International  organization  shall   be  allowed   representation  or 


recognition  in  this  Federation. 

Sec.  7.  No  man  or  woman,  a  member  from  any  seceding  local  or 
independent  organization,  shall  be  permitted  to  represent  any  Union  as 
a  delegate  to  this  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  Delegates  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
of  this  body  unless  their  organization  is  in  good  standing,  as  defined  in 
Article  IV.,  Section  9. 

Sec.  9.  Any  organization  affiliated  with  this  Federation  not  paying- 
its  per  capita  tax  on  or  before  the  15th  of  each  month  shall  be  notified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and  if  at  the  end  of  six  months  it 
is  still  in  arrears,  it  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Council,  be 
suspended  from  membership  in  the  Federation,  and  can  only  be  reinstated 
upon  payment  of  all  arrears. 

Sec.  10.  Only  bona  fide  wage  workers,  who  are  not  members  of 
or  eligible  to  membership  in  other  trade  unions,  are  eligible  as  delegates 
from  Federal  Labor  Unions. 

Hotel  arrangements:  The  Arlington  Hotel,  139  Merrimack  St., 
American  plan,  $2,50  a  day,  ten  rooms,  which  will  be  headquarters. 
Hotel  Thorndike,  12  Washington  St.,  European  plan,  $1  per  day,  twenty 
rooms;  Hotel  Persis,  44  Water  St.,  European  plan,  $1  and  $1.50  a  day, 
thirty  rooms;  American  Hotel,  11  Howe  St.,  European  plan,  single,  $1; 
double,  75  cents;  American  plan,  $1.50  a  day  single,  $1.25  a  day  double; 
fifteen  rooms;  Central  Hotel,  31  Essex  St.,  European  plan,  75  cents  and 
$1  a  day,  twenty  rooms. 

Credentials  are  enclosed.  The  original  must  be  sent  to  Secretary- 
Treasurer  D.  D.  Driscoll  before  September  10,  so  that  the  Credential 
Committee,  which  will  meet  September  17,  1911,  may  act  upon  all 
credentials.  Duplicate  credentials  will  be  presented  by  the  delegates 
to  the  Assistant  Secretary,  M.  T.  Joyce,  on  tfieir  arrival. 

We  urge  every  affiliated  Union  to  send  their  delegation  and  be  rep- 
resented at  the  coming  convention  at  Haverhill,  so  that  we  may  be  able 
to  have  the  strongest  and  most  powerful  convention  ever  held  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  organization. 

Questions  of  much  interest  will  be  acted  upon  at  this  convention.  In 
the  interest  and  for  the  welfare  of  your  organization,  your  best  should 
be  selected  to  represent  your  Union,  so  that  the  seed  may  be  sowed  that 
will  bring  about  not  only  the  interest  of  our  men  and  women  of  our 
Commonwealth  in  legislation,  but  also  unity  and  solidarity  among  the 
organized  wage-earners  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  protection  of 
their  children,  their  education  and  future  welfare. 

The  coming  convention  will  deal  with  the  many  bills  presented  to 
the  Legislature  during  the  past  year  and  the  action  to  be  taken  for  the 
coming  year,  and  the  bills  to  be  fathered  by  your  organization.  For 
these  reasons  and  many  others,  every  affiliated  organization  should  have 
their  representative  there,   so  that  the  work  going  on   for  the  coming 
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year  will  be  with  the  united  forces  in  the  fuliillnient  not  only  of  tiie  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  but  the  enforcement  of  our  State  laws 
and  doing  our  duty  not  only  as  members  of  organized  labor  and  wage- 
earners,  but  as  citizens  of  this  country,  to  have  our  rights  protected  to 
us,  which  we  will  only  receive  through  united  action  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

In  the  selection  of  your  delegates  to  the  coming  convention,  in  the 
advancement  of  the  principles  and  the  enforcement  of  the  purchasing 
power  of  Union  men  and  women,  your  delegate  should  have,  as  far  as 
possible  in  his  or  her  power,  the  Union  T.abel  on  all  wearing  apparel. 

It  is  the  aim'  of  our  State  Branch  in  convention  assembled  to  cement 
its  action  so  firmly  that  we  may  meet  those  who  are  trying  to  destroy 
the  welfare  and  benefits  of  organization. 

With  these  aims  and  objects  in  view,  we  urge  your  earnest  co- 
operation, by  selecting  from  your  affiliated  body  the  men  or  women  who, 
in  your  wisdom,  can  best  deal  with  the  important  subjects  which  will  be 
presented,  discussed  and  considered  at  our  next  convention,  at  Haver- 
hill, September  18,  1911.

In  presenting  Frank  W.  Varney,  President  of  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  President  Durnin  said :

Mr.  Varney : 

"Mr.  President,  Officers  and  Delegates :  It  gives  me  great  pleas- 
ure to  extend  to  you  a  most  cordial  welcome  from  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  Haverhill  and  its  affiliated  locals.  We  hope,  Mr.  President, 
that  this,  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  shall  by  careful,  earnest,  united 
efforts  become  our  banner  convention,  and.  Mr.  President,  our  committee

Your  committee  recommend  that  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers  ,No.  371, 
of  North  Abington,  be  seated  with  five  delegates. 

We  recommend  the  seating  of  the  aforementioned  delegates.

President  Durnin  appointed  Martin  T.  Joyce,  Electrical  Workers. 
No.  103,  of  Boston,  Assistant  Secretary;  George  A.  Stockman,  Musi- 
cians, Haverhill,  Messenger ;  and  John  Lynn,  Boot  &  Shoe  W^orkers, 
Haverhill,  Sergeant-at-Arms.

President  Thomas  J.  Durnin  made  his  annual  report,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor : 

Greeting : 

At  our  twenty-sixth  annual  convention,  I  feel  it  an  honor  to  say  that 
our  growth  and  strength  during  the  past  year  will  do  much  to  assist  the 
wage  earner  in  this  Commonwealth.  We  can  look  back  with  pride  to  the 
formation  of  this  organization,  to  its  magnificent  strides  in  growth  of 
membership,  to  the  shortening  of  hours  of  labor  and  to  the  increased  num- 
ber of  representatives  attending  this  twenty-sixth  annual  convention. 
Since  the  beginning  of  our  organization,  we  have  been  ably  assisted  by 
many  men, — some  veterans  in  the  trade  union  movement,  some  now  en- 
gaged in  different  walks  of  life;  some,  I  regret  to  say,  have  gone  to  their 
eternal  reward,  and  all  have  worked  hard  to  build  up  and  make  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  the  best  chartered 
State  Branch  from  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  at  Washington, 
D.  C. 

The  efforts  of  our  organization  must  continue  in  furthering  the  ad- 
vancement not  only  of  the  organizations  you  represent  at  this  convention, 
but  also  for  the  further  advancement  and  greater  strength  and  power  of 
our  State  Federation  of  Labor ;  the  policy  of  our  organization  must  con- 
tinue stronger  not  only  with  the  bona  fide  reform  work  and  the  uplifting 
of  the  interests  of  humanity,  but  in  standing  loyally  by  the  constitution 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  for  trade  unionism  and  by  not 
giving  recognition  to  seceding  factions  or  independent  organizations.  This 
question  is  one  of  the  utmost  importance  not  only  to  this  convention  but 
to  future  conventions,  so  that  no  change  may  be  made,  and  so  that  only 
delegates  may  be  seated  at  our  annual  conventions  who  are  representa- 
tives of  bona  fide  trade  unions  affiliated  with  their  national  and  inter- 
national organization,  chartered  by  and  under  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor. 

DEATH  OF  PHILIP  H.  SWEET. 

It  is  with  sorrow  and  regret  that  I  mention  the  death  of  our  past 
president,  Philip  H.  Sweet,  who  gave  so  much  valuable  time  to  this  organ- 
ization and  to  the  trade  union  movement  in  general.  His  work  was  one 
of  earnestness,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  for  him  to  assist  in  endeavoring  to 
better  the  conditions  of  the  toilers  of  our  Commonwealth,  and  I  feel  that 
his  memory  will  go  down  in  history  that  the  trade  union  movement  of  the 
Commonwealth  honors  and  respects  his  manly  actions  in  the  cause  of 
Labor. 

GRIEVANCES. 

As  President  of  this  organization,  I  have  served  on  many  committees 
with  the  Secretary,  in  endeavoring  to  settle  disputes  and  end  struggles 


existing  between  trade  unions  in  the  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  in 
many  instances  we  brought  about  peaceable  adjustments  with  success  to 
the  interest  of  the  local  unions 

LEGISLATION. 

This  subject  should  have  the  careful  consideration  of  the  delegates 
attending  this  convention.  While  I  feel  that  this  Legislature  has  been  the 
best  that  Massachusetts  has  had  for  many  years  and  that  the  honor  and 
pride  oc  the  selection  and  election  of  these  legislators  falls  to  the  people 
of  the  Commonwealth,  we  should  remember  our  friends,  still  I  urge  that 
this  convention  choose  three  or  four  bills  to  be  introduced  under  the  name 
of  our  State  organization,  to  be  championed  by  us,  so  that  legislation  may 
be  brought  about  which  will  benefit  all.  I  would  suggest  the  selection  of 
such  measures  as  the  Picketing  Bill  and  Anti-Injunction  Bill  and  others, 
and  when  the  day  comes  that  such  legislation  as  just  mentioned  becomes 
operative,  a  blessing  will  fall  upon  the  toilers  of  our  State. 

I  trust  that  the  delegates  will  outline  a  plan  that  will  bring  results  to 
the  trade  union  movement  of  our  Commonwealth.  We  must  watch  care- 
fully the  insurance  that  is  carried  on  by  many  trade  unions;  in  some 
cases  we  find  amendments  to  the  insurance  laws,  which  look  very  danger- 
ous, trying  to  prevent  organized  labor  from  carrying  on  their  insurance  in 
the  time  of  death  of  their  members. 

Other  subjects  of  this  nature  could  be  called  to  your  attention,  but 
these  matters  will  be  carefully  looked  after  by  your  Legislative  Com- 
mittee and  Executive  Board  in  their  reports. 

I  feel  that  the  Central  Labor  Unions  should  have  a  standing  com- 
mittee on  legislation,  so  that  your  Executive  Board  would  be  able  to  call 
them  together  at  short  notice,  and  this  would  stop  the  unpleasantness 
and  perhaps  the  interference  of  some  who  never  consult  or  lay  matters 
before  the  proper  authorities  representing  your  organization. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LABOR. 

Many  matters  in  the  interest  of  the  toilers  of  the  State  are  left 
undone,  and  in  order  to  accomplish  results  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
the  many  departments  violations  of  law  we  should  draft  a  bill  and  present 
it  to  the  next  Legislature,  asking  for  the  creation  of  a  department  to  be 
known  as  the  "Department  of  Labor,"  so  that  organized  labor  may  have 
its  representatives  appointed  on  the  same.  Matters  pertaining  to  labor 
would  then  be  thoroughly  investigated,  as  we  could  send  our  representa- 
tives to  get  information  from  men  who  have  toiled  and  fought  for  the 
cause  of  labor,  whose  interest  with  the  toiling  class  never  fades,  but  con- 
tinues owing  to  his  practical  experience.  This  would  be  a  monument  of 
benefit  to  the  organized  and  unorganized  wage  earners  of  our  State. 

I  also  trust  that  the  convention  will  take  some  action  whereby  the  divi- 
sion now  existing  between  the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  Executive 


Board  may  cease,  and  that  the  power  and  responsibihty  be  placed  upon  one 
body.  This  subject  has  been  taken  up  by  the  Executive  Council,  and  this 
matter,  with  their  recommendations,  will  be  submitted  in  their  report. 
But  I  feel  that  the  Executive  Board,  regardless  of  whom  your  officers 
may  be,  should  be  the  responsible  parties  and  should  have  full  authority 
and  powers  on  matters  of  legislation.  I  trust  that  this  convention  will 
take  such  action  as  will  end  these  differences,  and  that  we  may  have  one 
united  standard  in  bringing  matters  to  success. 

IN  GENERAL. 

We  find  during  the  interim  of  our  convention  that  many  of  our  affili- 
ated bodies  have  been  in  receipt  of  an  advance  in  wage  and  a  shortening 
of  their  work  day.  It  is  but  fair  to  assume  that  these  accessions  to  labor- 
ing classes  of  our  Commonwealth  have  only  been  obtained  by  the  solidarity 
of  organized  labor  under  the  grand  flag  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  owing  to  the  many  increases  secured  in 
wages  that  all  our  affiliated  unions  consider  the  necessity  of  the  payment 
of  higher  dues  and  assessments,  with  the  object  in  view  of  creating 
defense  funds  for  the  further  maintaining  of  that  which  they  have  already 
secured,  and  for  the  further  betterment  of  their  conditions,  and  also  to 
resist  the  onslaughts  which  are  continually  being  made  against  our  move- 
ment. 

We  have  still  many  sections  of  our  State  unorganized  and  many 
large  industries  that  need  the  attention  of  several  of  our  international 
bodies  to  send  organizers  here  and  endeavor  to  bring  such  employees  who 
follow  their  vocation  in  the  places  above  mentioned  into  the  folds  of 
unions  of  their  calling. 

Realizing  that  our  movement  is  not  perfect  but  progressive,  we 
desire  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  men  and  women  that  the  trade 
union  movement  of  to-day  is  the  highest  and  best  developed  working  class 
institution  thus  far  evolved,  and  would  suggest  that  our  best  endeavors 
be  put  i-n  action  to  induce  all  workers  to  enroll  themselves  upon  the  rosters 
of  their  various  trade  organizations. 

THE  JAMES  H.  MELLEN  MEMORIAL. 
The  Mellen  Memorial  Fund,  which  was  referred  from  the  last  con- 
vention, was  taken  up  by  a  committee  from  the  State  Branch  with  a  similar 
committee  from  the  Worcester  Central  Labor  Union.  Circulars  were 
drafted  to  be  sent  to  all  unions  and  friends  of  the  late  James  H.  Mellen, 
the  committee  anticipating  completing  their  work  in  the  very  near  future. 

UNION  LABEL. 

While  the  Union  Label  adopted  by  various  trade  unions  in  the  Com- 
monwealth may  be  meeting  with  success,  and  is  deserving  of  the  loyal 
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support  of  the  toilers,  I  feel  that  more  energy  should  be  spent  in  edu- 
cating the  workers,  by  sending  out  speakers  representing  this  organization 
to  different  sections  in  the  State  and  invite  the  public ;  this  would  keep  up 
the  interest  and  bring  about  support  not  only  in  the  interest  of  one  par- 
ticular label,  but  all  labels  in  general.  I  hope  this  convention  will  take 
action  on  this  matter,  so  that  during  the  coming  year,  instead  of  quarrelling 
among  ourselves  at  our  local  meetings,  we  may  devise  means  of  making 
arrangements  to  have  well-attended  audiences  of  men  and  women  at 
meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  label.  I  might  suggest  having  an  enter- 
tainment of  some  kind  and  then  have  a  few  good  speakers,  and  in  this 
way  the  meeting  would  be  one  of  pleasure  as  well  as  instruction  to  chil- 
dren as  well  as  men  and  women.  I  urge  that  the  label  trades  of  Massa- 
chusetts be  called  upon  to  make  an  appropriation,  so  that  the  expenses  of 
the  meetings  might  be  defrayed,  in  trying  to  create  a  popular  interest  in 
all  label  goods,  and  thus  create  a  greater  demand  for  the  product  of 
organized  labor. 

THE  BUCK  STOVE  AND  RANGE  COMPANY. 
It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  announce  to  you  the  ending  of  the  difficulty 
that  existed  between  the  Buck  Stove  and  Range  Company  and  organized 
labor ;  the  matter  has  been  settled  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned.  I  recom- 
mend that  the  Secretary  draft  a  circular  coming  officially  from  the  IMassa- 
chusetts  State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  stating  that  that 
concern  is  fair  and  deserving  of  their  consideration  in  the  purchasing  of 
the  product  made  by  that  company. 

FARMERS'  ORGANIZATION. 

I  hope  this  convention  will  take  some  action  that  will  keep  us  in  close 
touch  with  the  farmers  of  our  Commonwealth.  I  recommend  that  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  an  invitation  to  the  Farmers'  Organiza- 
tion to  send  a  representative  to  our  next  convention  to  address  our  dele- 
gates. 

LABOR  TEMPLES. 

I  urge  the  trade  union  movement  of  the  dift'erent  cities  and  towns 
of  this  State  to  take  up  the  important  question  of  building  Labor  Temples 
and  halls,  to  be  owned  and  controlled  by  labor. 

I  recommend  that  the  Secretary  draft  a  circular  during  the  coming 
year  and  mail  copies  to  the  various  local  unions  of  the  State,  urging  them 
to  take  some  action  whereby  they  may  own  their  own  buildings,  erected 
under  Union  conditions. 

THE  McNAMARA  CASE. 
The  kidnapping  of  the  McNamara  brothers  a  short  time  ago  is  a 
question  that  needs  the  careful  consideration  and   action  of  the  trade 
union  movement  of   Massachuestts,   which   should  give   all  moral   and 
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financial  support  possible  to  assist  in  bringing  about  justice.  We  want 
the  laws  of  our  country  lived  up  to;  we  want  the  laws  of  our  State 
enforced ;  we  don't  want  any  kidnapping  in  this  free  country  by  any  pri- 
vate detectives  hired  by  any  private  concern.  We  believe  in  home  rule. 
I  feel  that  if  the  representatives  of  the  trade  union  movement  at  this  con- 
vention will  take  up  this  important  question,  asking  the  appointed  judges 
not  to  allow  the  kidnapping  of  the  toilers  to  continue,  when  the  law  is  not 
enforced  when  it  concerns  wealthy  people,  as  in  one  instance  the  Gov- 
ernor of  one  State  refused  to  comply  with  the  request  of  another  State 
to  surrender  the  person  demanded. 

Why  not  give  the  McNamara  brorthers  a  trial  in  their  own  city, 
instead  of  kidnapping  them  by  a  bunch  of  detectives  and  not  even  giving 
them  a  chance  to  bid  their  people  at  home  a  farewell.  We,  the  toilers  of 
Massachusetts,  who  hear  so  much  of  the  old  New  England  freedom  and 
the  great  cry  against  slavery  existing  in  this  part  of  the  country,  why  not 
have  the  people  of  our  Commonwealth  enter  the  biggest  protest  ever 
entered  to  enforce  freedom  and  prevent  the  kidnapping  of  any  man  with- 
out a  fair  and  impartial  trial. 

PRISON  LABOR. 

In  an  issue  to  the  Legislature,  Governor  Foss  called  upon  the  Prison 
Commission  to  abolish  that  part  of  convict  labor  which  was  competing 
with  the  open  market  and  the  wage  earners ;  it  is  a  question  which  de- 
mands the  investigation  of  organized  labor.  We  want  free  labor  to  the 
toilers,  and  not  slave  labor.  While  we  don't  say  that  the  convict  shall 
remain  idle,  with  nothing  to  do  in  prison,  we  do  say  that  we  oppose  the 
institutions  of  Massachusetts  going  into  the  open  market  with  convict 
labor  and  creating  poverty  by  the  destruction  of  honest  labor.  I  feel  that 
the  Legislative  Committee  will  cover  thjs  subject  after  the  argument 
delivered  by  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  on  this  matter,  and  I 
reiterate  thaht  it  needs  the  careful  attention  of  the  trade  union  movement 
of  this  State. 

I  recommend  that  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  during  the  coming  year  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
institutions  under  the  Prison  Commissioners  of  our  State,  and  find  out 
what  product  and  work  is  done  by  them,  and  how  far  they  compete  with 
the  open  market,  and  that  they  recommend  action  to  the  next  annual  con- 
vention. 

STATE  BRANCHES. 

I  trust  that  the  report  which  I  have  submitted  to  this  convention  will 
be  of  some  benefit  to  the  toilers  of  our  Commonwealth,  and  I  request  the 
delegates  upon  returning  to  their  homes  to  urge  the  local  unions  in  their 
districts  to  affiliate  with  our  State  organization,  so  that  the  question  which 
has  often  been  referred  to  in  the  various  reports  of  the  officers  from  con- 
vention to  convention,  that  the  da}^  will  soon  be  reached  when  we  will  have 


IS 
a  majority  of  the  organized  trade  unions  of  the  Commonwealth  found  in 
the  roster  of  our  organization.  Credit  should  be  given  to  our  past  anrl 
present  officers  in  endeavoring  to  assist  in  building  up  your  organization. 
I  urge  you  once  more  to  back  up  the  principles  of  your  Constitution  and 
your  various  organizations  which  you  lay  down  and  which  your  conven- 
tion has  adopted.  I  hope  at  the  closing  of  this  convention  that  all  the 
delegates  will  return  to  their  homes  fighting  for  the  cause  of  labor,  sup- 
porting your  officers,  and  making  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  the  banner  of  the  world. 

COUNSEL. 
During  the  year  the  Executive  Council  elected  Frederick  W.  Mans- 
field as  counsel  for  your  organization.  He  has  served  for  many  years 
as  the  legal  adviser  and  has  always  given  good  opinions  on  law.  We  have 
found  him  a  very  valuable  friend,  and  his  services  were  always  rendered 
gratis.  When  it  was  to  represent  the  cause  of  labor,  he  was  ever  loyal 
and  stood  with  us  in  our  work.  In  the  many  disputes  on  questions  con- 
cerning law  which  have  come  up,  he  has  been  our  adviser ;  in  drafting  bills 
for  the  Legislature,  he  did  so  without  charge.  For  his  work  in  the  interest 
and  cause  of  labor,  I  feel  that  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  made  no 
mistake  when  they  selected  Frederick  W.  Mansfield  as  their  counsel,  and 
I  trust  that  his  work  will  be  appreciated,  and  that  his  services  will  continue. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  work  accomplished  by  your  organization  during  the  past  year 
will  be  given  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council.  I  feel  that 
this  work  will  be  appreciated  by  your  convention.  I  wish  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  have  conducted  their  respective  offices,  and  for  the  assistance  which 
they  have  rendered  to  me  while  President  of  your  organization. 

To  my  colleagues  on  the  Executive  Board,  after  my  years  of  service 
with  them,  I  desire  to  extend  to  them  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  my 
deepest  gratitude  for  the  courtesy,  kind  treatment  and  support  extended 
to  me  during  my  administration. 

Having  been  honored  by  the  highest  gift  that  your  organization  can 
confer,  the  position  of  President,  one  of  the  happiest  memories  of  my  life 
shall  be  the  pleasure  and  happiness  derived  from  the  many  hours  spent  in 
the  meetings  with  my  fellow  trade  unionists.  I  trust  that  they  may  long 
continue  in  office,  for  they  are  deserving  for  their  work  and  kindness  to 
humanity. 

To  my  successor  in  office  I  extend  the  sincere  hope  that  his  work  will 
be  a  grand  and  noble  success. 

May  your  organization  grow  stronger  and  continue  its  life  of  useful- 
ness in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past.  ]\Iay  its  motto  forever  be  "unity," 
and  may  your  goal  be  "success."

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention 

of  Ihe  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of 

Labor. 
Greetings : 

In  submitting  to  you  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  the  work 
of  Secretary-Treasurer  of  this  organization  and  the  subjects  concerning 
the  wage-earners  of  the  Commonwealth,  together  with  the  itemized  report 
of  the  receipts  and  expenses  from  October  1st,  1910,  to  August  30th, 
1911, 1  trust  that  these  matters  w'll  be  of  much  interest  to  you  as  delegates 
to  this  convention,  and  a  benefit  to  the  affiiliated  unions,  and  cause  some 
interest  which  may  bring  about  affiliations  of  unions  which  are  not  now 
a  part  of  this  organization. 

At  the  adjournment  of  our  last  convention,  the  Executive  Board 
elected  Martin  T.  Joyce  Assistant  Secretary,  so  that  I  might  devote  my 
time  to  the  work  of  Assistant  Penal  Commissioner  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
an  act  which  has  given  me  great  pleasure  and  which  I  considered  most 
thoughtful  and  kind  on  the  part  of  my  colleagues  of  the  A^assachusetts 
State  Branch.  I  feel  that  the  selection  of  Mr.  Joyce  as  Assistant  Secre- 
tary w?s  a  wise  one,  as  he  has  filled  the  position  when  I  met  with  my 
accident  in  1907  and  continued  with  the  work  until  I  was  able  to  take  up 
the  responsibilities  of  the  position,  and  is  a  selection  that  will  bring  credit 
on  the  Executive  Council,  and  it  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  continue  in  my 
new  field  of  labor  to  make  some  homes  happy  and  bring  some  pleasure  to 
them. 

You  will  find  in  the  following  report  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
from  October  1,  1910,  to  and  including  August  31,  1911.  You  will  also 
find  the  names  of  all  affiliated  unions  now  composing  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

In  preparing  this  report,  it  is  a  matter  of  labor  involving  not  merely 
hours  and  days,  but  weeks.  At  the  adjournment  of  the  last  convention 
in  the  City  of  Worcester,  within  twenty-four  hours,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  assistant  secretary,  we  gave  to  the  printer  the  entire  proceedings 
of  the  convention,  so  that  it  might  be  distributed  as  speedily  as  possible 
to  the  Tiffiliated  unions  of  our  organization.

A  matter  which  should  have  the  special  attention  of  the  delegates 
attending  this  convention  is  that  you  should  see  that  the  secretary-treas- 
urer has  the  correct  name  and  address  of  the  secretary  of  your  local  union, 
as  in  the  card  system  now  adopted  in  our  work  we  keep  the  name  of  the 
affiliated  local  union  and  the  name  of  the  secretary  and  his  or  her  address, 
and  I  trust  that  the  delegates  returning  from  this  convention  will  intercede 
in  our  behalf  so  that  we  may  have  the  correct  name  and  address  of  every 
secretary  whose  union  is  affiliated  with  our  organization.  We  find  in 
some  unions  from  time  to  time  that  notice  is  not  given  to  us  officially 
of  a  change  made  in  the  office  of  secretary. 

Another  interesting  feature  which  would  assist  the  secretary-treas- 
urer greatly  is  the  prompt  paying  of  your  per  capita  tax;  this  would 
assist  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  your  organization  in  promptly  paying 
bills  incurred  in  its  name.

AFFILIATIONS. 

During  the  past  year,  twenty-eight  local  unions  have  affiliated,  ten 
local  unions  have  been  suspended,  and  one  local  union  has  withdrawn, 
showing  that  your  organization  is  growing  slowly  but  surely. 

While  we  have  sent  out  many  letters  and  addressed  many  meetings 
on  this  subject  of  affiliation,  the  day  must  come  when  the  State  shall  be 
divided  into  districts  and  the  vice-presidents  visit  the  local  unions  asking 
them  to  affiliate,  and  I  trust  this  method  will  bring  better  results  than  what 
we  have  had  in  the  past  years. 

I  have  written  many  letters  with  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  to  the  international  unions  affiliated  with  the  American  Feder- 
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ation  of  Labor,  trying  to  get  the  international  officers  interested  to  write 
to  the  local  unions  of  Massachusetts  to  affiliate  with  our  State  Branch. 
This  matter  I  have  worked  on  for  years,  and  while  we  have  one  or  two 
of  the  various  crafts  affiliated,  we  want  more.  The  delegates  attending 
this  convention  should  interest  themselves  in  urg'ng  the  various  local 
unions  allied  with  them  in  their  international  union  as  far  as  possible  to 
become  part  of  our  organization,  and  the  delegates  from  the  various 
Central  Labor  Unions  should  not  only  interest  themselves  in  the  local 
unions  of  the  Central  Labor  Union,  but  should  urge  the  local  unions  of 
which  they  are  members,  if  they  are  not  affiliated,  to  become  affiliated  in 
the  interest  of  strengthening  this  organization.  If  it  is  owing  to  a  matter 
of  difference  between  the  men  who  are  selected  to  hold  the  offices  of  this 
organization,  we  should  practice  what  we  preach,  and  that  is,  if  any  fight- 
ing is  to  be  done,  or  any  difference  exists,  the  place  to  fight  it  out  is  before 
these  men  at  the  convention,  so  that  the  issues  may  be  discussed  without 
feeling  and  with  justice.  We  should  never  be  afraid  of  open  discuss'on. 
open  argument,  and  you  should  follow  out  the  old  slogan,  "Down  with 
your  enemies,  and  up  with  your  friends."  This  work  of  affiliation  should 
be  undertaken  not  only  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  or  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, but  they  should  be  assisted  by  you  men,  and  the  various  Central  Labor 
Unions  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  history  of  this  organization  to  me  particularly  is  an  interesting 
one.  I  have  seen  its  growth ;  I  have  done  my  share  of  the  work,  without 
fear  or  favor,  with  but  one  motive, — to  see  the  growth  and  the  strength 
of  this  organization  laid  with  a  foundation  that  cannot  be  broken  by  a 
difference  of  opinion  on  questions  or  resolutions. 

It  is  an  honor  and  pleasure  to  me  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  dele- 
gates of  this  convention  the  growth  and  good  work  of  this  organization 
since  some  12^  years  ago.  In  1899  J.  D.  Pierce,  a  member  of  the  Cigar- 
makers'  Union  of  Worcester,  then  president  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  and  Edmund  F.  Ward,  of  Brewery  Workers'  Union  No.  29  of 
Boston  as  vice-president,  requested  me  to  accept  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
this  organization.  After  discussing  the  matter  with  two  men,  I  decided 
to  accept  the  position.  At  that  time  the  Executive  Board  consisted  of  J. 
D.  Pierce,  president  of  Cigarmakers'  Union,  Worcester;  E.  F.  Ward, 
Brewery  Workers'  Union  No.  29,  Boston;  J.  Murray,  of  the  Marlboro 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union ;  James  Walsh,  treasurer,  Bakers'  Union 
of  Boston,  and  D.  D.  Driscoll,  Secretary. 

At  the  convention  held  at  North  Adams  in  1899,  there  were  51  dele- 
gates present.  We  worked  hard  to  get  unions  in  this  State  to  affiliate  and 
send  their  representatives,  and  this  question  was  given  much  thought  and 
consideration  at  that  convention,  and  it  should  be  discussed  here  at  this 
convention  in  Haverhill,  so  that  we  may  adopt  plans  to  get  more  unions 
to  affiliate  and  attend  our  conventions. 

Allow  me  at  this  time  to  call  to  your  attention  the  names  of  the  men 
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who  have  served  as  presidents  of  our  organization  and  who  have  worked 
hard  in  sunshine  and  darkness,  not  only  for  the  building  up  of  the  organ- 
ization but  for  the  increase  in  wages,  the  shortening  of  the  hours  of  labor, 
success  in  strikes,  bringing  peace  to  different  districts,  the  organizing  of 
the  unorganized,  and  who  have  been  ever  willing  and  ready  to  give  their 
services  day  or  night  for  these  purposes,  and  these  meii  are  deserving  of 
the  highest  credit  for  their  work : 

Jonas  Weiner,  Frank  H.  McCarthy,  James  R.  Crqzier,  Francis  J. 
Clark,  Edward  Cohen,  Philip  H.  Sweet  and  Thomas  J.  Durnin. 

These  men  were  loyally  supported  in  their  work  by  the  men  who 
served  on  the  Executive  Board  to  make  their  administration  a  success.  It 
has  beer-  a  pleasure  to  serve  and  work  with  all  of  them,  and  I  feel  that  I 
have  done  my  best  during  these  years,  encouraged  by  my  colleagues,  in 
inaking  your  organization  what  it  is  to-day. 

In  the  position  of  Secretary-Treasurer,  I  accepted  the  work  assigned 
to  me,  whether  of  a  pleasant  nature  or  not.  With  these  men  and  others 
we  have  visited  many  unions  in  the  various  sections  of  this  State.  Such 
work  as  that  has  made  our  organization  have  a  representation  of  at  least 
175  delegates  attending  an  annual  convention.  Will  you  assist  in  making 
this  number  larger  ?  Why  not  ?  Why  are  unions  not  affiilated  which  have 
always  received  the  support  of  our  organization  in  bringing  about  suc- 
cessful legislation  ?  During  the  past  years,  to  my  own  knowledge,  we  have 
won  much  legislation  in  securing  laws  benefitting  not  only  the  wage- 
earners,  men  and  women,  but  protecting  the  children,  and  preventing  laws 
being  enacted  that  would  be  injurious  to  the  toilers  of  our  State. 

The  delegates  to  our  conventions  made  our  Constitution ;  your  officers 
and  other  loyal  union  men  went  out  on  the  political  platform,  urging  the 
defeat  of  men  for  public  office,  because  your  convention  called  on  them 
to  do  their  duty.  This  work  occupied  the  time  of  men  who  did  it  and 
they  were  obliged  to  leave  their  homes  and  families  to  bring  the  success 
that  many  of  you  enjoy  to-day;  and  the  children  of  to-day,  who  will  be 
the  men  and  women  of  the  future,  will  be  benefitted  by  their  good  work. 
This  is  one  reason  why  all  the  unions  of  this  State  should  be  a  part  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

If  this  work  is  to  stop,  you,  the  delegates  to  this  convention,  should 
say  so;  if  you  say  we  must  keep  on,  back  up  your  officers  and  assist  in 
making  the  work  a  success. 

I  urge  you  men  to  support  the  officers  no  matter  who  they  may  be, 
so  that  the  trade  union  movement  of  this  Commonwealth  will  continue 
with  its  clear  name,  and  so  that  the  seed  that  was  sown  a  dozen  years  ago 
may  continue  in  its  growth. 

LICENSE  QUESTION. 

This  question  is  one  that  I  feel  needs  the  consideration  of  the  trade 
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union  movement  of  this  State.  Before  touching  on  this  subject,  J  wish 
to  say  to  you  delegates  that  the  enforcement  of  the  law  by  which  licenses 
are  granted  would  be  far  better  and  productive  of  more  good  than  the 
agitation  going  on  called  the  "NO-LICENSE  Issue."  What  we  all  want 
is  the  full  enforcement  of  the  law.  If  they  don't  want  license,  why  not 
start  from  the  beginning  and  prohibit  the  manufacture  of  any  kind  of 
alcoholic  drinks  ? 

I  have  said  in  my  past  reports  that  "prohibition  does  not  prohibit," 
and  that  statement  is  true.  Let  me  ask  the  delegates  here :  Is  it  a  crime  to 
be  a  wage  earner,  making  hor^est  wages,  either  in  a  saloon  or  a  brewery? 
No  more  than  it  is  a  crime  to  be  a  clerk  in  a  bank,  where  their  hands  are 
not  soiled  in  the  cause  of  labor.  And  have  these  men  who  toil  in  those 
industries  no  right  to  live?  Is  it  a  crime  for  a  man  to  be  a  bartender,  a 
brewery  worker,  bottler  or  driver?  Among  those  men  are  many  who 
attend  our  annual  conventions,  and  I  am  proud  to  say  are  my  best  personal 
friends  and  are  a  credit  to  the  community.  They  maintain  happy  homes 
for  their  wives  and  families,  and  possess  honor  and  principle. 

The  Bar  and  Bottle  Bill,  passed  by  the  legislature,  is  deserving 
of  repeal ;  your  convention  should  take  action  and  pledge  the  members 
for  the  coming  year,  and  any  man  who  carries  a  union  card  and  cries 
for  the  support  of  labor,  and  won't  go  there  and  help  the  trades  inter- 
ested, is  he  a  trade  unionist  ?  Are  we  going  to  allow  the  grocery  stores 
in  the  Commonwealth,  where  the  child  goes  for  bread  and  butter,  to  see 
there  the  purchase  and  sale  of  liquors?  We  hear  often  the  cry  in  this 
state  of  their  love  for  the  child ;  we  don't  want  any  liquor  sold  where  we 
must  .send  our  children  for  groceries.  We  don't  want  any  liquor  pur- 
chased and  charged  up  as  butter,  sugar  or  other  necessaries  of  life.  If 
they  are  going  to  have  the  sale  of  bottled  goods  in  any  city  or  town  of 
this  state,  let  it  be  open,  and  let  the  doors  be  closed  to  the  child.  If  the 
reformers  of  the  Commonwealth  won't  take  an  interest  in  this  fight  in 
the  protection  of  the  boy  and  girl,  I  trust  you  representatives  of  working- 
men  will  be  found  where  you  are  always  found, — on  the  firing  line. 
Prove  your  love  for  your  child,  for  I  love  mine !  We  demand  the  right 
to  live ;  we  demand  fair  play :  we  want  justice  to  fall  where  justice  be- 
longs. 

Trade  unionism  stands  for  the  uplifting  of  the  home,  the  increase  of 
wages,  shortening  of  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  protection  of  life.  No 
man  should  do  anything  that  would  bring  idleness  and  destroy  the  hap- 
piness of  the  wage  earners'  homes,  which  would  be  the  fathering  of 
poverty,  and  we  should  rather  encourage  the  full  dinner  pail  and  the 
full  enforcement  of  the  law. 

DEATH  OF  PPIILIP  H.  SWEET. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  have  in  my  report  the  announcement  of 
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the  death  of  my  colleague,  who  served  with  me  many  years  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  who  was  selected  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  your  convention  as 
President  of  your  organization.  Within  a  short  time  after  your  conven- 
t-on  adjourned  last  year,  we  were  notified  of  his  death.  Your  Executive 
Board  was  represented  at  his  funeral  services. 

During  the  year,  a  committee  from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
and  a  committee  from  the  State  Branch  were  selected  to  obtain  subscrip- 
tions to  erect  a  memorial  stone  over  his  grave  at  Forest  Hills  Cemetery. 
This  was  done. 

My  associations  with  him  in  the  labor  movement  were  pleasant.  I 
found  he  had  the  courage  of  his  convictions  on  all  questions  and  he  en- 
deavored to  give  fair  play  to  all.  Those  who  were  associated  with  him 
found  his  friendship  a  sincere  one ;  he  was  always  ready  to  assist  any 
one  in  need  financially  or  morally.  I  know  that  those  who  knew  him 
say  his  loss  was  our  loss  and  a  loss  to  organized  labor.  While  he  is 
sleeping  in  death,  others  in  life  are  enjoying  some  pleasure  from  the  work 
done  and  accomplished  by  him  in  life. 

COMMISSIONS. 

I  have  mentioned  in  my  report  in  the  past  years  the  appointment  of 
labor  men  to  various  commissions  not  only  in  the  Commonwealth,  but  in 
the  various  cities  and  towns  I  trust  that  the  Executive  Council  will 
v.'ait  upon  the  Governor  and  demand  the  appointment  of  salaried  and 
unpaid  men  upon  the  various  commissions.  Wage  earners  are  patients 
and  inmates  of  institutions.  Then,  why  should  we  be  compelled  to  gc>  to 
cur  enemies  or  to  the  rich,  who  have  no  knowledge  of  the  struggles  of 
li^f^ '  We  don't  get  our  share  of  representation.  In  a  case  of  illness  we 
are  compelled  to  knock  at  the  back  doors  of  their  homes, — almost  on  the 
line  of  charity,  asking  for  what  rightfully  belongs  to  us.  Are  we  '^  i  ig 
to  continue  that  way  or  ?.re  we  going  to  stand  up  and  go  forward  and 
fjg'.'t  to  put  more  union  men  in  positions  in  the  different  institutions  and 
commissions,  where  much  good  can  be  accomplished  for  the  toilers 
throughout  this  Commonwealth? 

We  are  the  fathers  of  the  children  and  we  are  always  fighting  for 
the  protection  of  them,  and  our  work  is  an  open  book.  We  have  strug- 
gled to  do  away  with  slavery.  We  want  men  in  the  institutions  who  are 
humane,  who  stand  for  fair  play  and  who  will  give  justice  to  the  unfortu- 
nates, and  who  may  be  the  means  of  making  a  success  of  their  lives. 

LAWS. 

I  urge  the  organized  wage  earners  of  Massachusetts  to  appoint  a 
special  committee  at  this  convention  to  take  up  the  Drunk  Law.  It  needs 
your  consideration  and  I   feel  that  better  results  will  be  brought  about 
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with  your  assistance.  My  experience  in  this  work  has  led  me  more  and 
more  to  believe  that  it  needs  your  co-operation,  and  I  urge  you  to  have 
some  change  made  so  that  families  may  not  be  separated. 

LABELS. 

In  my  reports  I  have  touched  on  this  subject  every  year  and  the 
indifference  that  seems  to  exist  among  the  toilers  makes  me  feel  that 
some  change  must  be  made  to  create  interest  in  the  further  advance- 
ment in  the  purchasing  of  un'on  made  product.  I  feel  that  if  a  meeting 
was  held  under  the  auspices  of  your  organization  and  by  representatives 
of  the  various  label  trades  in  the  Commonwealth  we  might  succeed  in 
interesting  the  public  to  purchase  union  goods. 

LEGISLATION. 

I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  convention  to  the  fact  that,  owing 
to  the  amendment  passed  at  the  last  convention  in  relation  to  legislation, 
which  took  the  authority  away  from  the  Executive  Board,  that  it  made 
two  distinct  bodies  representing  your  state  organization.  I  do  not  care 
who  the  convention  elects  as  its  legislative  committee.  But  I  don't  want 
to  see  the  division  which  has  been  going  on  to  continue.  I  trust  that  this 
convention  will  change  our  constitution  so  that  the  responsibility  shall  rest 
in  men  who  will  not  only  defeat  men  who  are  opposed  to  us,  but  who 
will  keep  their  records  pro  and  con  and  go  out  and  do  the  work  necessary 
to  cause  their  defeat. 

In  the  first  place,  I  think  your  Legislative  Committee  should  consist 
of  fewer  members;  secondly,  that  your  Executive  Board  should  be  re- 
sponsible, and  the  legislation  should  rest  upon  them. 

During  the  past  year  your  Executive  Council  kept  nothing  in  the 
way,  financially  or  otherwise,  to  hinder  the  work  going  on ;  if  this  is 
to  continue,  you  should  elect  one  man  and  keep  him  at  the  State  House 
permanently,  or  you  should  say  at  this  convention  how  much  money  you 
want  to  appropriate  for  that  work,  and  amend  your  constitution,  so  that 
the  men  you  select  at  this  convention  as  your  Executive  Board  will  carry 
on  that  work,  be  kept  posted  on  all  legislation  carried  on,  and  in  this  way 
it  won't  be  an  individual  matter,  but  will  be  controlled  by  a  majority  of 
those  elected  as  your  representatives. 

I  feel  pleased  to  say  that  the  legislature  this  year  was  the  best  that 
Massachusetts  has  seen  for  many  years,  thanks  to  the  people  in  their 
choice,  and  these  men  who  have  stood  loyally  by  the  cause  of  labor  are 
deserving  of  your  consideration,  no  matter  what  their  politics  may  be. 
and  if  you  mean  to  continue  with  your  success  we  must  stand  by  our 
friends  and  defeat  our  enemies.  We  want  our  law^s  passed  and  we  want 
them  quick!     We  want  the  Anti-Injunction;  we  want  the  freedom  that 
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rightly  belongs  to  us;  we  want  the  right  to  do  picketing  in  the  time  of 
strike. 

I  recommend  to  this  convention  that  only  four  bills  be  presented  to 
the  next  legislature  under  the  name  of  our  organization  and  that  we  use 
all  our  energy  for  their  success. 

COMMISSION  OF  LABOR. 

I  recommend  to  the  convention  that  the  Executive  Council  draft  a 
bill  and  present  it  to  the  next  legislature  to  establish  a  department  to  be 
known  as  the  Commission  of  Labor,  which  will  assist  in  keeping  in 
touch  with  the  labor  laws,  and  give  all  the  information  possible  to  the 
people  of  the  various  labor  laws  in  other  states,  and  assist  in  enforcing 
labor  laws.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  us  to  keep  the^  industries  of  this 
Commonwealth  here  and  bring  more,  and  in  this  way  we  may  prevent 
idleness  and  acccomplish  much  good. 

The  Bureau  of  Statistics  a  few  years  ago  changed  its  name  from  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics.  I  feel  that 
we  should  have  a  Department  of  Labor  in  this  Commonwealth.  We  want 
some  bona  fide  labor  men  appointed  if  they  have  such  a  law ;  3^ou  will 
find  such  departments  in  other  states,  and  let  the  people  of  Massachusetts 
not  follow,  but  lead,  and  bring  about  the  accomplishment  of  such  a 
department.  Labor  has  as  much  interest  as  capital ;  we  want  our  rights, 
we  demand  recognition ;  we  must  have  legislation  to  get  it. 

CIVIC  FEDERATION. 

The  Civic  Federation  of  Massachusetts  has  been  of  great  assistance 
in  the  ending  of  strikes  and  bringing  about  peaceful  settlements,  and  are 
in  my  judgment  deserving  of  the  praise  of  the  working  people  of  this 
state.  T  could  refer  to  many  arrangements  made  since  I  have  been  Sec- 
retary c  f  your  organization  where  the  employer  and  employee  have  been 
brought  together,  and  their  difficulties  straightened  out.  During  the  past 
year,  for  instance,  the  chauffeurs'  strike;  through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
McPherson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  a  meeting  of  the  strikers  and 
the  firm  was  arranged,  and  a  settlement  made,  and  that  is  certainly  worthy 
of  commendation  if  no  other  work  was  accomplished  along  this  line,  as 
the  chauffeurs  were  victorious. 

Such  men  as  Hayes  Robbins  and  Mr.  McPherson.  who  have  been 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Civic  Federation  of  Labor,  are  deserving  of  more 
credit  than  words  of  mine  can  express.  I  have  dealt  with  them  both, 
and  no  fairer  selection  could  be  made  in  the  interest  of  fair  play  in  this 
Commonwealth.  I  trust  that  both  may  live  long  and  their  good  work 
continue ,  and  that  the  labor  movement  of  Massachusetts  may  always  be 
ready  to  extend  their  feeling  of  friendship  to  them !     My  dealings  with 
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both  these  men  prompts  me  to  say  they  are  deserving  of  credit  in  the 
settlement  of  many  strikes,  in  arranging  meetings  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concKision  I  want  to  thank  the  officers  with  whom  I  have  heen 
associated  on  the  Executive  Council  since  I  first  took  this  office,  and 
the  present  officers  and  the  delegates  attending  these  conventions,  for 
their  kindness  to  me.  I  have  been  appointed  to  a  new  position,  as  I 
told  the  delegates  at  the  last  convention,  and  I  feel  that  I  may  be  left 
there  without  interference  from  any  side. 

My  work  as  Assistant  Penal  Commissioner  at  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, I  may  say,  has  been  second  to  none  at  this  institution.  I  have  done 
much  to  prevent  the  breaking  up  of  homes  and  the  separation  of  families, 
in  keeping  peace,  harmony  and  happiness  to  the  boy  and  girl  in  many 
places  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  work  that  I  have  done  there  has  been 
an  open  book,  and  one  that  organized  labor  need  never  be  ashamed  of.  I 
find  the  inmates  at  this  institution  to  be  for  the  greater  part  wage  earners. 
While  in  that  position  if  I  can  do  anything  to  give  them  justice  I  am  at 
their  service,  and  will  not  accept  any  financial  returns  except  my  salary. 
As  I  intend  to  give  my  time  to  this  work  and  prove  to  the  people  of  this 
Commonwealth  that  a  union  man  can  accomplish  something,  I  shall  strive 
for  the  best  interests  of  humanity,  and  I  now  announce  to  this  convention 
that  I  am  retiring  from  the  position  of  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  shall  not 
be  a  candidate  for  re-election.  And  I  want  to  thank  the  delegates  attend- 
ing the  last  dozen  conventions  for  their  unanimous  selection  of  me  as 
their  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  I  desire  to  state  at  this  time  that  I  have 
done  my  duty  without  fear  or  favor  and  have  upheld  the  constitution  that 
you  have  made  at  your  annual  conventions.  I  trust  that  my  successor 
will  receive  your  united  support  and  that  you  will  lighten  the  burden  of 
trouble  from  his  shoulders,  so  that  his  duties  may  be  a  pleasure  in  con- 
ducting the  work  of  his  office. 

In  1907,  when  I  was  shot  at  the  State  House,  when  your  late  Presi- 
dent, Edward  Cohen,  was  killed,  that  I  will  ever  remember  your  kindness 
to  me  and  mine,  will  be  ever  appreciated  and  cherished  by  us,  and  I  desire 
to  extend  to  one  and  all  ray  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  interest  in  my 
welfare.  While  I  am  spared,  you  will  find  me  as  you  have  always  known 
me,  loyal  to  the  cause  of  labor,  backed  up  with  the  principle  of  manhood, 
always  with  you,  for  you  and  your  success.  And  I  want  to  thank  the 
Assistant  Secretary  in  filling  the  duties  of  my  office  while  I  was  recover- 
ing from  my  accident,  and  during  the  past  year  while  I  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  office  that  I  now  hold. 

I  have  always  tried  to  keep  up  with  the  work  in  the  interest  and  for 
the  success  of  your  organization.  I  feel  that  after  my  twelve  years* 
service  that  I  have  worked  not  only  for  the  success  of  the  Massachusetts 
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State  Branch  and  the  trade  union  movement  of  this  State,  but  the  trade 
union  movement  of  the  United  States.  And  when  I  lay  down  my 
reins  of  office  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  this  organization,  that  I  may 
feel  proud  of  the  organization  now  assembled  at  this,  its  twenty-sixth  con- 
vention, in  the  city  of  Haverhill,  and  that  the  memories  of  my  work  will 
be  those  of  happiness  to  me,  and  I  trust  you  will  continue  with  your  noble 
work,  in  sunshine  or  darkness,  and  that  our  friendship  shall  always  ring 
true  and  be  a  benefit  to  all. 

It  is  impossible  to  express  my  feelings  of  friendship  and  gratitude  not 
only  to  you,  but  to  the  officers  of  your  organization  and  to  the  trade  union 
movement  of  this  state  for  their  assistance  and  encouragement  to  me. 

With  my  best  wishes  for  the  future  success  of  my  brother  delegates 
and  to  the  organization  that  you  represent,  and  for  the  success  and  welfare 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
I  am.

Report  of  Secretary-Treasurer  referred  to  Committee  on  Officers' 
Reports. 

Vice-President  James  W.  Wall,  for  the  Executive  Council,  reported 
as  follows : 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL'S  REPORT. 

The  Executive  Council  held  ten  meetings  from  October  1st,  1910, 
to  August  30,  1911.  Many  questions  came  before  the  Board  to  be 
acted  upon  and  the  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  reports  submitted  for 
your  consideration. 

To  the  Committee  to  whom  this  report  will  be  referred,  we  shall 
also  submit  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Council  for 
their  information. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  by  unanimous  vote,  Martin 
T.  Joyce  was  elected  as  assistant  secretary,  so  that  Secretary-Treasurer 
DriscoU  might  be  able  to  give  ample  time  to  the  duties  of  his  position  as 
Assistant  Penal  Commissioner. 

At  the  death  of  our  late  President,  Philip  PI.  Sweet,  your  Execu- 
tive Board  appointed  a  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  James  W.  Wall 
and  Martin  T.  Joyce,  to  go  to  Providence  and  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements and  send  a  floral  tribute.  Your  full  Executive  Board  at- 
tended the  funeral.  A  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  D.  D.  Driscoll, 
Michael  D.  Collins  and  Martin  T.  Joyce,  were  appointed  to  confer  with 
a  committee  from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  build  a  monument  over  his  grave.  During  the  past  year  a 
magnificent  headstone  was  placed  over  his  grave  in  Forest  Plills  Ceme- 
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tery. 

The  Legislative  Committee  appeared  before  the  Executive  Board 
asking  that  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  to  carry  on  their  expenses, 
and  this  matter  the  Execut.ve  Council  refused  to  grant,  as  they  felt  they 
should  be  notified  of  the  expenses,  time,  etc.,  put  in. 

During  the  past  year  for  legislation  the  following  amounts  were 
paid  out : 

For  services,  $573.00 

Printing,  postage,  typewriting  and  supplies,  235.13 


Total,  $808.13 

Your  Executive  Board  feels  that  the  matters  pertaining  to  leg'sla- 
tion  and  placing  the  authority  entirely  with  the  Legislative  Committee 
causes  a  difference  between  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Committee, 
and  thinks  there  should  be  only  one  body ;  and  they  recommend  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  cons'st  of  three  members  instead  of  five,  and  they 
further  recommend  that  the  section  be  altered  to  read : 

"That  the  Executive  Board  shall  carry  out  the  legislation  as  ordered 
by  the  convention  and  all  work  on  and  under  their  jurisdiction."  This 
matter,  which  is  of  so  much  interest  to  the  convention,  your  Execu- 
tive Council  feels  a  wise  change  for  the  future  protection  of  your  organ- 
ization. 

The  question  of  the  technical  points  as  regards  power  of  bills,  etc., 
has  made  a  great  deal  of  difference,  and  your  Executive  Board  feels  that 
one  man  is  enough  at  the  legislature  representing  our  organ'zation,  to- 
gether with  the  support  from  the  different  Central  Labor  Unions  in 
the  State  and  the  several  business  agents  of  the  local  trades,  who  act  as 
legislative  agents. 

Your  Board  feels  there  should  be  but  one  body  of  authority  in  your 
organization,  and  this  matter  they  submit  to  this  convention  for  final 
action. 

Many  representatives  appeared  before  the  Executive  Council  during 
the  year  on  various  matters  and  your  Executive  Board  was  very  care- 
ful to  protect  your  organization  and  back  up  its  constitution. 

The  Mellen  Memorial,  which  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Board, 
was  taken  up  with  a  committee  from  the  Worcester  Central  Labor  Union, 
and  Martin  T.  Joyce  was  elected  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  jMellen 
Memorial  fund,  and  a  circular  was  drafted  and  presented  at  two  diff"er- 
ent  times  to  all  local  unions  in  the  state.  The  Executive  Board  recom- 
mends that  public  subscriptions  be  held  and  another  circular  drafted, 
requesting  the  public  press  of  Worcester  to  open  a  publ'c  subscription 
so  that  final  arrangements  may  be  made  to  further  assist  the  financial 
returns 

The  resolution  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  on  the  disagree- 
ment between  the  stage  employees  and  the  Globe  Theatre  of  Holyoke 
was  referred  to  the  President,  who  reported  at  a  later  meeting  of  bringing 
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about  a  successful  ending  to  all  concerned. 

The  Executive  Board  approved  of  the  appointment  of  a  commis- 
sion to  investigate  the  minimum  wages  paid  to  women  and  children  in 
the  Stale,  and  requested  the  appointment  of  a  representative  of  organ- 
ized labor  on  the  same.  Such  bill  passed  the  legislature,  became  a  law, 
and  is  now  referred  to  a  committee,  which  was  appointed,  and  which 
has  the  matter  under  investigation,  and  the  legislative  committee  will  ex- 
plain the  matter  in  full  in  it  sreport. 

The   following  letter  was  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  under  date  of  November  28,   (Page  6,  Executive  Board  Re- 
port) : 
Mr.  John  Weaver  Sherman. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council, 
held  November  28th,  the  question  referred  to  this  Board  from  the  Leg- 
islative Committee,  asking  for  the  sum  of  $600  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  legislation  in  1911,  was  carefully  considered.  The  Executive  Board 
feels  that  the  work  of  the  Legislative  Committee  to  be  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully should  be  assisted  morally  and  financially  in  a  proper,  business- 
like manner.  The  Executive  Board  is  willing  to  give  all  financial  and 
moral  support  to  the  Legislative  Committee  to  bring  about  the  success  of 
labor  legislation.  The  Board  feels,  however,  that  in  the  work  carried 
on  at  the  legislature  that  only  one  representative  should  be  kept  before 
the  legislature  lobbying  or  handling  Committee  work,  unless  in  extra- 
ordinary cases;  and  if  your  Legislative  Committee  arranges  that  one 
man  shall  be  paid  by  the  Executive  Board,  who  will  be  kept  at  the  State 
House  taking  care  of  hearings  and  attending  to  lobbying,  the  Board 
feels  it  will  be  ready  to  assist  you  in  your  cause,  and  nothing  will  stand 
in  your  way  or  prevent  your  success. 

You  are  requested  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board, 
and  a  vote  will  be  taken  in  January  to  pay,  the  legitimate  bills  of  your 
committee.  Any  bills  that  you  or  your  committee  wish  to  contract  be- 
tween now  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  you  are  re- 
quested to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary,  so 
that  they  will  be  carrying  out  the  constitution  adopted  at  the  convention 
in  Worcester,  1910.

Resolution  in  regard  to  Bakers'  Union :  The  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write  to  the  Bakers'  International  Union  requesting  that  an 
organizer  be  sent  into  this  district.  At  a  later  date,  a  committee  from 
Brockton  came  before  tlie  Executive  Board  and  said  in  answer  to  our 
request  to  the  International  Union,  an  organizer  would  go  to  Brockton 
and  assist  Union  180  as  soon  as  convenient. 

Resolution  22,   Page  39  of  the   Proceedings   of   1910:       Assistant 
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Secretary  Joyce  investigated  the  case  with  representative  of  the  Painters 
of  Springfield  and  the  C.  L.  U.  of  Springfield,  and  the  manager  agreed 
to  go  to  Springfield  as  soon  as  possible  and  see  if  they  could  not  bring 
about  an  ending  to  the  difficulty,  and  have  a  union  firm  handle  their 
goods  in  the  city. 

Representative  Joseph  A.  Parks  of  Fall  River,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Compensation,  appeared  before  the  Executive  P.oard  in 
reference  to  matter  pending  before  the  legislature. 

Frederick  W.  Mansfield,  Esq.,  was  elected  by  vote  as  counsel  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor,  to  draft 
all  bills  and  to  give  legal  advice  when  necessary.  His  services  were 
rendered  without  charge. 

Resolution  10,  Page  34  of  the  Convention  Proceedings,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Board.  After  a  discussion  the  Board  took  the 
following  action :  ' 

RESOTA^E  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  AN  INVESTIGATION  INTO  THE 
NEEDS  AND  POSSIBILITIES  OF  PART-TIME  SCHOOLING. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  make  an  investigation  into  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  part- 
time  schooling,  vocational  and  otherwise,  for  working  children  between 
the  ages  of  fourteen  and  seventeen  years  in  the  Commonwealth.  The 
Board  is  further  authorized  to  employ  an  agent  or  agents  to  collect  the 
necessary  data  and  information  from  employers  and  others.  The  Board 
shall  report  the  result  of  its  investigation  with  its  recommendation  to  the 
next  General  Court  not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  January, 
1912.  For  this  investigation  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  not  exceeding  sixty-five  hundred 
dollars." 

A  communication  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Child  Labor  Com- 
mittee was  returned  to  the  committee,  asking  them  to  place  the  printers' 
label  on  all  printed  matter,  and  sticker  placed  upon  the  same.  Your 
Executive  Board  feels  that  this  is  the  best  evidence  of  their  sincerity 
for  the  welfare  of  the  child,— the  label. 

On  motion,  Vice-President  Collins  and  Assistant  Secretary  Joyce 
appeared  before  the  State  Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  the  bakers  of  INIassachusetts.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
time  it  was  impossible  to  pre?ent  a  bill  to  the  legislature  on  such  legisla- 
tion. 

The  Secretary  sent  a  letter  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
asking  that  an  organizer  be  sent  to  Natick  and  Framingham,  so  that 
two  Central  Labor  Unions  there  might  be  organized,  and  to  have  the 
Central  Labor  Union  organized  there  which  is  not  aflfiliated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  do  so. 

Paul  Newman,  President  of  the  Electrical  Workers"  Union  No. 
643,   Springfield,  appeared  before  the  Executive  Board  in  reference  to 
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the  Central  Labor  Union  of  that  city  refusing  to  seat  their  delegates,  who 
are  affiliated  with  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers, 
who  are  affiliated  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  the  Sec- 
retary Wrote  a  letter  to  the  Springfield  C.  L.  U.  and  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  urging  that  an  organ'zer  be  sent  to  the  district,  and 
the  matter  be  straightened  out,  and  that  a  representative  of  the  State 
Branch  be  sent  to  the  Springfield  Central  Labor  Union  and  bring  a 
peaceful  ending  to  the  difficulty  between  bona  fide  unions. 

Resolut"on  No.  14,  Page  34  of  Convention :  This  was  referred  to 
Vice-President  Powers,  who  reported  that  Firemen's  Union  of  Fall  River 
requested  not  to  do  anything  on  that  resolution  at  the  prese.nt  time. 
Report  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Letter  was  received  from  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  in 
regard  to  the  subject  known  as  "The  Third  Degree"  or  "Police  Op- 
pression." Your  Executive  Board  recommends  to  this  convention  that 
some  bill  be  drafted  and  presented  to  the  next  legislature  prohibiting  the 
Third  Degree. 

Owing  to  the  late  date  at  which  this  communication  was  received 
from  President  Gompers,  it  was  impossible  to  draft  a  bill  to  present 
to  the  legislature  of  1911. 

President  Durnin  and  Assistant  Secretary  Joyce  were  appointed  a 
Committee  of  Two  to  wait  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  in 
reference  to  Resolution  No.  46,  Page  48,  of  the  proceedings.  The  Sec- 
retary of  State  claimed  they  only  had  jurisdiction  over  State  elections,  and 
that  the  cities  and  towns  would  have  to  take  that  matter  up  themselves. 

The  Committee  therefore  made  the  following  report : 
To  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L. 

Gentlemen :  We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Sec- 
r-etary  of  the  Commonwealth  in  relation  to  Resolution  No.  46  on  Page 
48  of  the  Convention  Proceedings,  report  as  follows:  We  called  upon 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  find  that  the  Act  referred  to  in  the  resolu- 
tion was  an  Act  passed  in  1902  and  repealed  in  1904,  Chapter  560,  Acts 
of  1907,  Section  5,  as  follows: 

"Section  5.     No  person  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  shall,  upon 
the  day  of  any  such  election,  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing,  mechan- 
ical or  mercantile  establishment,  except  such  as  may  lawfully  conduct 
its  business  on  Sunday,  during  the  period  of  two  hours  after  the  opening 
of  the  r)olls  in  the  voting  precinct  or  town  in  which  he  is  entitled  to  vote, 
'if  he  shall  make  application  for  leave  of  absence  during  such  period." 
'      '    Representatives  from  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Employees,  James 
J.  English,  Richard  Garrity  and  Secretary-Treasurer  J.  J.  Griffin,  asked 
th^  Executive  Board  to  give  assistance  to  them  in  reference  to  the  re- 
peal of  the  Bar  and  Bottle  Bill.     Their  request  was  granted,  and  the 
'Legislative  Committee  instructed  to  give  all  assistance  possible  to  said 
'dl'sfinization. 
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Messrs.  Max  May  and  Charles  Johnson  of  the  Striking  Metal  Pol- 
ishers of  Philadelphia  and  New  York  appeared  before  the  Executive 
Board;  their  work  was  approved  and  letters  were  granted  to  be  used  if 
necessary  in  their  work,  a  credential  being  given  to  both  men  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  while  in  A^lassachusetts. 

John  W.  Barton,  business  agent  of  the  Electr  cal  Workers'  Union 
No.  103,  asked  the  Executive  Board  to  remain  neutral  relative  to  House 
Bill  1095.  The  Legislative  Committee  and  counsel  were  notified  not  to 
interfere  one  way  or  the  other,  as  it  was  a  local  affair. 

Assistant  Secretary  Ad^artin  T.  Joyce  wrote  fourteen  letters  to  four- 
teen Congressmen  of  Massachusetts,  ask'ng  them  to  maintain  the  eight- 
hour  clause  in  the  Naval  Appropriation  Bill,  supporting  the  request  of 
President  James  O'Connell  of  the  Metal  Trades.  The  Secretary  an- 
nounced that  he  had  received  very  favorable  replies  from  nine  of  the 
Congressmen. 

Resolution  No.  Z7 ,  Page  46.  A  resolution  requesting  the  placing  of 
the  union  label  on  publication  known  as  "Practical  Pol  tics."  The  As- 
sistant Secretary  waited  upon  the  owner  of  said  paper  and  he  said  in 
a  very  short  time  it  would  be  published  in  book  form  and  he  would  see 
that  the  label  was  placed  on  same. 

On  motion,  Assistant  Secretary  Joyce  was  instructed  to  give  all 
assistance  possible  to  the  organization  of  Domestic  Workers. 

Your  Executive  Board  went  on  record  condemning  House  Bill  473, 
known  as  an  Act  to  make  desertion  of  wife  and  minor  children  a  crime, 
and  the  Legislative  Committee  was  instructed  to  do  all  in  its  power  to 
defea  the  bill. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  wa't  upon  Governor  Foss  in  refer- 
ence to  appointing  labor  men  on  the  various  commissions,  and  requesting 
that  bona  fide  labor  men  be  appointed  to  these  positions. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Sullivan,  Secretary  of  the  Salem  Board  of  Trade,  ap- 
peared before  the  Executive  Board  in  regard  to  papers  using  the  name 
of  the  State  Federation  of  Labor  when  seeking  advert' sements,  etc. 
Your  Executive  Board  has  given  to  the  press  the  fact  that  they  had  no 
dealings  with  any  souvenir  and  they  have  not  endorsed  or  approved  of 
any  as  their  representative.  The  Executive  Board  feels  your  convention 
should  take  some  stand  upon  this  matter  in  regard  to  souvenirs  and  books 
being  solicited  in  the  name  of  labor. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Executive  Board  endorse  the  proposition 
offered  by-  the  Lamplighters'  Union  of  Boston,  and  that  letters  be  sent 
to  all  members  of  the  City  Council,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  to  this  effect. 

In  response  to  a  complaint  made  to  the  Executive  Board,  your  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  Police  Commissioner  ol 
Boston,   in   reference   to   the   statement  that   employment  bureaus  gave 
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preference  to  those  not  members  of  organized  labor,  who  sought  posi- 
tions, reported  that  the  whole  matter  was  placed  before  the  Police  Com- 
missioner. He  stated  that  in  the  future  any  complaints  that  were  vio- 
lations of  the  law  in  regard  to  intelligence  offices  that  were  reported, 
would  be  investigated  at  once. 

By  request,  the  Executive  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  make 
an  investigation  of  the  Nurse  System  conducted  by  the  Metropolitan  In- 
surance Company.  The  detailed  report  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of 
March  29,  1911. 

Motion  of  approval  of  the  work  done  by  Secretary-Treasurer  Dris- 
coll  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant  Penal  Commissioner  of  Boston,  was  car- 
ried, and  congratulations  offered  him  for  the  magnificent  work  he  has 
done  in  the  interest  of  humanity. 

Representative  of  the  International  Bakers'  Union,  J.  T.  Walsh, 
appeared  before  the  Executive  Board  in  reference  to  Tip  Top  Bread 
concern.  Ward  Corby  of  Cambridge,  as  to  a  grievance  existing  between 
the  firm  and  the  union.  Your  Executive  Board  recommends  to  the  con- 
vention that  a  circular  be  drafted  explaining  the  situation  and  that  copies 
of  same  be  sent  out  to  all  affiliated  unions  in  the  state. 

Your  Executive  Board  recommends  that  in  the  matter  of  legisla- 
tion, that  your  Legislative  Committee  should  submit  the  same  report  to 
the  Executive  Board  which  it  will  submit  to  your  convention,  so  that 
there  may  be  action  taken  on  one  report.  Also  recommends  that  the 
constitution  should  be  changed  to  read,  "that  the  report  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  within  thirty 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  legislature.  The  same  report  shall  be 
submitted  by  the  Executive  Board  to  the  Annual  Convention  with  what 
action  the  Executive  Council  has  taken  on  same." 

Miss  Elizabeth  Powers  of  the  Consurnptives'  Home,  appeared  before 
the  Executive  Board,  requesting  an  opportunity  to  address  the  next  con- 
vention, to  be  held  at  Haverhill.     This  institution  is  deserving  of  support. 

Mr.  John  F.  Tobin,  President  of  the  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
was  invited  to  address  the  convention  to  be  held  at  Haverhill,  Mass. 

The  secretary  was   instructed  to   draft  a  letter  and   send   same  to 
Michael  D.  Collins,  Vice-President,  conveying  our  sympathy  to  him  in 
his  illness,  and  affixing  the  names  of  all  members  of  the  Executive  Board.

LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT. 

Boston,  Aug.  22,  1911. 
To    the    Officers    and    Delegates   of    the    Massachusetts    State    Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L. 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: — It  is  a  pleasure  to  the  members  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  to  report  that  six  of  the  measures  introduced  in 
the  Legislature  upon  the  orders  of  the  Worcester  convention  are  now  law. 
These  are  the  eight-hour  bill,  the  fifty-four-hour  bill  for  women  and  chil- 
dren, the  bill  providing  for  trial  by  jury  in  contempt  cases,  the  fines  bill, 
the  compensation  bill  and  the  homestead  bill. 

The  Peaceful  Persuasion  Bill  was  passed  in  both  houses  of  the 
Legislature,  but  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  and  the  House  refused  to 
pass  it  over  the  veto. 

Many  circumstances  connected  with  the  situation  made  the  year  a 
more  difficult  one  for  us  than  was  1910,  as  our  opponents,  believing  that 
some  labor  legislation  would  be  passed,  exerted  all  possible  pressure  in 
their  efforts  to  prevent  the  particular  bill  going  through  which  w^ould 
affect  their  interests.  Because  of  this  fact  our  bills  were  held  in  the 
original  committee  in  several  cases  for  a  long  time  or  in  the  Committees 
on  Ways  and  Means,  and  there  was  scarcely  a  day  when  our  matters 
did  not  require  the  most  careful  attention.  The  session  lasted  207  days 
— six  weeks  longer  than  was  the  case  in  1910.  Though  we  made  every 
possible  effort  to  expedite  matters,  it  was  found  impossible  to  finish  our 
work  before  the  very  end  of  the  session. 

The  Workingmen's  Compensation  Bill,  which  has  been  declared  by 
many  newspapers  and  public  men  to  be  the  most  important  measure  passed 
during  the  entire  session,  was  not  actually  signed  until  the  afternoon  of 
the  day  when  the  Legislature  adjourned 

The  commission,  which  had  been  appointed  with  instructions  to  re- 
port a  bill  to  this  year's  Legislature,  came  forward  w'ith  a  recommendation 
that  it  should  be  given  another  year  before  submitting  a  bill.  Your 
committee,  backed  by  representatives  of  many  organizations,  earnestly 
fought  against  this  before  the  Committee  on  Joint  Judiciary  and  had  the 
satisfaction  of  prevailing  in  the  matter.  The  commission  was  ordered  to 
report  a  bill. 

Meanwhile,  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  had  found  unconstitu- 
tional a  b:ll  based  on  the  same  compulsory  principle  as  the  one  which 
your  Legislative  Committee  had  introduced  after  receiving  the  request  of 
your  Executive  Board  to  take  up  the  matter.  It  became  very  plain,  after 
this  decision,  that  there  was  no  hope  of  passing  any  bill  along  this  line 
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in  this  State  based  upon  the  compulsory  principle. 

A  bill  voluntary  as  to  form,  but  so  framed  as  to  make  it  almost  in- 
evitable that  employers  should  come  into  the  compensation  scheme,  was 
prepared  by  Representative  Saunders  and  Representative  Parks,  two 
members  of  the  commission,  and  to  this  your  committee  and  those  who 
appeared  to  assist  us  gave  their  support. 

Mr.  Alexander  of  the  commission  brought  in  a  b'll  providing  for 
contribution  by  the  workers,  and  Mr.  Lowell,  the  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion, a  bill  containing  the  compulsory  feature,  which,  as  before  said,  had 
been  found  unconstitutional  in  New  York. 

When  the  Saunders-Parks  b  11  reached  the  House  there  had  been 
such  a  thorough  agitation  that  there  was  no  roll  call  on  the  measure, 
not  more  than  six  Representatives  voting  against  it  on  a  voice  vote. 

The  insurance  companies  had  paid  little  attention  to  the  bill  while 
it  was  before  the  Committee  on  Joint  Judiciary,  but  after  it  had  come 
from  the  committee  with  a  favorable  report  and  had  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Plouse,  they  appeared  and 
began  to  make  an  energetic  fight.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  the  result 
spoken  of  followed  in  the  House. 

The  Senate  referred  the  matter  to  its  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
in  which  only  three  members,  Messrs.  Greenwood,  Doyle  and  Bennett  sat. 
Senator  Ross  being  absent  because  of  illness  and  Senator  White  having 
been  elected  aud'tor.  The  committee  reported  on  July  14th  that  the  meas- 
ure should  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.  Senator  Bennett  dis- 
sented from  the  report. 

Meanwhile  your  committee  had  been  exceedingly  active.  There  were 
three  movements  going  on  in  reference  to  the  bill,  which  we  regarded  as 
threatening  e.'ther  its  existence  or  effectiveness.  One  group  desired  to 
smother  the  whole  matter  by  referring  it  to  the  next  General  Court ;  an- 
other believed,  vainly  as  was  afterwards  discovered,  that  your  committee 
was  supporting  an  unconstitutional  measure  and  that  we  might  be  beaten 
by  referring  it  to  the  Supreme  Court ;  another  movement  attempted  to 
make  the  bill  much  less  effective  by  pass'ng  an  amendment  which  would 
allow  the  liability  insurance  companies  to  do  business  under  the  act. 

There  were  seven  roll  calls  on  various  phases  of  the  fight  in  the 
Senate.  On  the  question  of  referring  the  bill  to  the  next  General  Court, 
thus  killing  ms  off  for  this  year,  the  narrowness  of  our  victory  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  vote  on  July  17th  on  sending  it  to  the  next  General 
Court  showed  16  yeas  to  17  nays  with  two  pairs  and  one  absent  or  not 
voting.  On  this  roll  call  Senators  Curley,  Doyle  and  Murray  of  Boston, 
whose  support  we  had  every  reason  to  expect,  were  recorded  against  us. 

On  July  18th  the  so-called  insurance  company  amendment,  which 
we  consider  a  tremendously  pernicious  one  and  capable  of  very  greatly 
crippl'ng  the  bill,  was  offered  by  Senator  Doyle,  and  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  22  yeas  to  9  nays,  with  one  absent  or  not  voting.     Senators  Cur- 
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ley,  Doyle  and  Murray  were  recorded  in  favor  of  the  insurance  amenrlment 
and  Senators  Powers  and  Grainger,  also  of  Suffolk  County,  were  paired 
in  its  favor. 

Immediately  following  came  another  motion  that  the  b.'ll  be  referred 
to  the  rext  General  Court.  This  was  defeated  once  more  by  a  vote  of 
15  yeas  to  17  nays.  There  were  two  pairs  and  one  absent  or  not  voting. 
On  this  vote  Senators  Curley,  Doyle  and  Murray  were  again  lined  up 
against  us  and  Senators  Grainger  and  Powers  were  absent  or  not  voting. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  each  session  being  at  that  time 
a  legislative  day,  Senator  Evans  moved  that  the  Senate  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  it  had  refused  to  refer  the  bill  to  the  next  General  Court. 
Later  Senator  Tinkham  moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill 
be  postponed  until  the  next  session,  which  was  passed  by  a  roll  call 
of  22  yeas  to  20  nays,  with  one  pair.  An  order  sending  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  an  opinion  on  its  constitutionality,  against  which  we  had  earn- 
estly contested,  as  it  was  generally  believed  that  this  was  a  fight  on  the 
bill  itself,  was  adopted  by  a  roll  call  of  20  yeas  to  14  nays,  and  two 
pairs.  Senators  Curley,  Doyle  and  Murray  voted  in  favor  of  the  order 
and  Senator  Powers  was  paired  in  its  favor. 

A  sweeping  favorable  opinion  having  come  from  the  Supreme  Court 
to  the  great  surprise  of  the  opponents  of  the  workers,  there  was,  on 
July  27th,  a  roll  call  on  suspending  the  rules  in  order  that  the  bill  might 
immediately  take  its  third  reading.  This  roll  call  failed,  21  Senators 
voting  for,  14  against,  and  three  absent  or  not  voting.  Senators  Curley, 
Doyle  and  Powers  voted  against  this  motion,  thus  defeating  it,  there  not 
being  the  two-thirds  required  to  suspend  the  rules. 

Later  on  the  same  day  the  bill  was  passed  by  a  roll  call  of  30  yeas 
to  4  nays,  with  four  absent  or  not  voting,  Senators  Denney,  Evans,  Mel- 
len  and  Pearrson  being  its  only  final  opponents. 

We  feel  that  the  State  Branch  must  assert  emphatically  that  there 
shall  not  hereafter  be  a  profit  for  anyone  in  broken  bones  and  take  up 
the  fight  against  the  insurance  company  amendment  before  the  bill  as 
a  whole  becomes  law. 

There  will  be  plenty  of  opportunity  to  do  this,  as  the  law  as  a  whole 
does  not  become  effective  until  July  1,  1912.  We  succeeded  in  having  it 
provided,  however,  that  the  provision  for  the  establishment  of  an  insurance 
association,  through  which  the  employers  are  to  be  insured,  should  take 
efifect  on  January  1,  1912.  This  makes  it  certain  that  the  system  of  insur- 
ance provided  for  in  the  act  will  take  efifect  before  the  Legislature  meets 
and  there  need  be  no  fear  that  our  opponents  will  succeed  in  shifting 
the  system. 

This  bill  as  a  whole  is  a  compromise  one.  and  there  are  some  details 
which  the  employers  yielded  and  some  which  we  \vere  compelled  to  v:eld 
if  any  bill  whatever  was  to  go  through.  For  a  long  time  there  was  most 
earnest    consideration   given  to  the   question  of  whether  the  bill  as   a 
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whole  should  be  allowed  to  go  through  if  we  could  not  prevent  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  insurance  amendment.  It  was  finally  determined  that  it  would 
be  easier  and  that  a  more  direct  fight  could  be  made  against  the  insur- 
ance amendment  if  the  bill  itself  was  passed  than  if  we  should  begin  all 
over  again  before  the  next  Legislature. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  the  insurance  amendment  should  be  re- 
pealed, it  being  clear  that  everything  which  is  paid  by  the  employer  for 
protection  in  any  shape  or  form  in  this  connection  eventually  comes  out 
of  industry  and  it  being  desirable  that  the  expenses  of  providing  this 
protection  should  be  made  as  low  as  possible.  Statistics  in  England  have 
shown  that  costs  of  admmistration  have  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  50 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  employers  for  protection  under  the 
compensation  act.  We  want  to  be  sure  that  nothing  of  this  sort  happens 
here.  Every  cent  paid  by  the  employer  for  protection,  less  absolutely 
essential  expenses  of  a  concern — the  insurance  association — which  should 
act  as  a  mere  conduit  to  transfer  the  money  to  the  worker,  should  go  to 
tne  injured  person  or  his  dependents. 

Any  system  which  allows  insurance  companies  to  thrust  themselves 
in  between  the  worker  and  the  employer  is  bound  to  be  disastrous 
to  both,  and  is  certain  to  interfere  seriously  with  efforts  which  should  be 
made  within  a  comparatively  few  years  to  increase  the  amount  of  pay- 
ments provided  for  under  the  bill. 

Meanwhile,  whatever  dissatisfaction  there  may  be  as  to  the  details 
of  this  measure,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  the  present  day  statis- 
tics indicate  that  not  more  than  one  in  ten  of  the  men  and  women  injured 
in  industry  can  secure  damages,  while  under  this  act  everybody  except 
the  person  injured  by  reason  of  his  own  serious  and  wilful  misconduct 
will  receive  compensation.  We  believe  that  substantially  everybody  will, 
under  this  law,  receive  compensation  and  that  an  enormous  amount  of 
money  now  wasted  on  insurance  companies  and  in  litigation  will  be  paid 
to  workers  who  are  injured.  It  is  admitted  by  all  who  are  informed  con- 
cerning this  subject  that  this  bill  is  by  far  the  best  yet  passed  in  America. 

We  found  it  impossible  to  secure  roll  calls  on  the  Anti-Injunction 
Bill,  the  bill  providing  that  women  should  not  serve  liquor  in  certain  res- 
taurants and  hotels,  or  the  Barbers'  License  Bill. 

The  bill  providing  for  Trial  by  Jury  in  Contempt  Cases  was  very 
earnestly  contested,  a  large  number  of  very  prominent  attorneys  gave 
the  weight  of  their  influence  to  opinions  urging  the  rejection  of  the  meas- 
ure, and  we  were  compelled  to  fight  every  step  of  the  way.  It  was 
passed,  however,  in  the  Senate  on  March  7th  by  a  roll  call  of  29  to  5, 
and  in  the  House  on  April  13th  by  a  roll  call  of  137  to  67.  The  contest 
against  it  was  kept  up  until  it  was  actually  signed  by  the  Governor. 

The  picketing  bill  failed  of  a  third  reading  in  the  Senate  on  March 
20th  by  a  roll  call  of  17  to  17,  with  three  pairs,  and  reconsiderat'on  was 
refused  the  next  day  by  a  roll  call  of  19  to  19,  with  one  pair. 
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The  Peaceful  Persuasion  Bill,  which  is  a  milder  form  of  the  Picket- 
ing Bill,  was  reported  in  the  House  and  received  its  third  reading  there 
on  April  17th  by  a  roll  call  of  148  to  71.  This  was  the  only  fight  which 
was  made  on  the  bill  in  the  House  during  its  first  passage.  When  the  bill 
came  up  in  the  Senate  on  May  9th  there  was  a  roll  call  on  passing  it  to 
a  third  reading  of  18  to  12,  with  two  pairs  and  five  absent  or  not  voting. 
When  the  bill  came  up  for  engrossment  on  May  16th  there  was  another 
roll  call,  which  showed  20  for  the  bill,  16  against  it,  one  pair,  and  one 
absent  or  not  voting. 

After  the  veto  by  the  Governor  the  bill  came  up  in  the  House  on 
June  6th.  A  fight  failed  to  pass  it  over  the  veto,  the  vote  being  138 
in  favor  of  the  bill  to  71  against.  The  committee  regards  the  veto  by 
the  Governor  as  being  entirely  unjustifiable  and  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  measure  can  and  will  be  passed  within  a  short  time.  We  are  of  the 
conviction  that  this  bill  merely  declares  and  makes  effective  by  statute  law 
the  principles  in  reference  to  the  matter,  which  have  been  set  forth  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  and  were  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Will- 
cutt  &  Sons  vs.  Driscoll,  200  Massachuseets,  110,  in  the  majority  opinion 
which  said,  "The  right  of  an  employer  to  free  labor  is  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  laborer  to  hamper  him  by  many  expedients  short  of  fraud  or  in- 
timidation amounting  to  injury  to  the  person  or  property  of  those  who 
desire  to  enter  his  employ,  or  threats  of  such  injury.  For  instance, 
persuasion  not  amounting  to  such  intimidation  is  lawful,  and  perhaps  the 
same  may  be  said  of  social  pressure,  even  when  carried  to  the  extent  of 
social  ostracism,  not  including,  however,  any  threat  in  a  business  point  of 
A^ew.  See  Vegelahn  vs  .Guntner,  167  Massachusetts  92 ;  Jersey  City 
Printing  Company  vs.  Cassidy,  18  Dick.  759,  769;  20  Harvard  Law  Re- 
view, 267. 

We  believe  that  this  principle  as  thus  laid  down  must  be  fought  for 
tmtil  victory  is  achieved,  though  even  then  we  will  fall  far  short  of  the 
rights  granted  to  the  British  workmen  under  the  Trade  Disputes  Act. 
This  Trade  Disputes  Act,  which  was  passed  in  1906,  provides :  "It  shall 
be  lawful  for  one  or  more  persons,  acting  on  their  own  behalf  or  on  behalf 
of  a  trade  union  or  of  an  individual  employer  or  firm  in  contemplation  or 
furtherance  of  a  trade  dispute,  to  attend  at  or  near  a  house  or  place  where 
a  person  resides  or  works  or  carries  on  business  or  happens  to  be,  if  they 
so  attend  merely  for  the  purpose  of  peacefully  obtaining  or  communicating 
information,  or  of  peacefully  persuading  any  person  to  work  or  abstain 
from  working."  It  is  this  idea,  though  in  a  very  mild  form,  which  is 
contained  in  the  peaceful  persuasion  bill,  and  we  maintain  that  the  peace- 
ful persuas'on  bill  in  no  way  goes  beyond  the  principle  set  forth  in  the 
quotation  given  from  the  Willcutt  case. 

There  was  no  roll  call  in  either  the  House  or  Senate  on  the  Fines 
Bill,  though  this  measure  was  earnestly  debated  and  much  heat  was  de- 
veloped by  some  of  the  opponents  of  trade  unions. 
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The  54-hour  Bill  was  the  cause  of  a  long  fight  and  our  victory  in  this 
instance  was  won  only  after  the  most  energetic  struggle.  It  developed 
in  the  Committee  on  Labor  that  there  were  5  members  for  55  hours,  5 
members  for  54  hours,  and  1  who  was  opposed  to  making  any  change 
whatever.  The  bill  was  finally  reported  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  Ross, 
after  being  held  up  for  a  long  time  in  the  committee,  and  he  succeeded  in 
securing  its  passage  there  by  a  large  majority,  though  there  was  no  roll 
call. 

In  the  House,  however,  there  was  a  roll  call  on  May  2d,  which 
showed  173  in  favor  of  the  bill  to  30  opposed.  On  May  13th,  before  the 
bill  had  actually  left  the  House,  the  cha'rman  was  informed  that  the  Gov- 
ernor was  preparing  to  veto  the  bill.  He  at  once  telephoned  to  Brother 
Reagan  of  Lowell  urging  him  to  get  together  with  the  textile  men  of 
Lawrence  and  to  Senator  Ross  in  New  Bedford  asking  him  to  get  the 
textile  men  of  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  together  at  once  in  order 
that  the  situation  might  be  thoroughly  canvassed  by  them  and  that  they 
might  be  prepared  to  take  up  the  matter  at  the  State  House  on  Monday 
morning,  May  15th. 

A  large  number  of  textile  men  appeared  at  the  State  House  on  Mon- 
day morning  and  saw  the  Governor.  They  quoted  him  after  the  meeting^ 
as  saying,  'T  will  sign  a  55-hour  bill,"  and  as  declining  to  further  discuss 
the  matter.  Later  the  Democratic  Senators  saw  the  Governor  with  equal 
non-success,  and  the  Governor  was  quoted  by  two  prominent  newspaper 
men  as  saying  he  would  rather  go  down  in  defeat  than  sign  the  bill. 
The  situation  by  this  time  was  recognized  as  desperate,  and  a  letter  to  all 
unions,  for  which  the  New  Bedford  Textile  Council  paid,  was  sent  out 
by  the  chairman.     The  letter  was  as  follows: 

May  19,  1911. 
Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers : — 

A  crisis  is  rapidly  approachmg  in  regard  to  the  bill  pro- 
viding for  a  54-hour  work  week  for  women  and  minors  in 
manufacturing  and  mechanical  establishments. 

There  are  strong  intimations  that  Governor  Foss  will 
veto  this  b  11.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  if  or- 
ganized labor  and  its  friends  will  act,  and  act  QUICKLY, 
that  this  bill  will  be  saved. 

You  do  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  the  long  years  that 
the  fight  has  been  made  for  this  much  needed  reduction  and 
I  believe  you  will  fully  understand  the  necessity  of  fully 
arousing  the  people  about  this  matter. 

DON'T  WAIT  FOR  YOUR  UNION  TO  MEET. 
IT  WILL  BE  TOO  LATE. 

This  is  the  day  to  act.  Get  the  Executive  Board  of  your 
Union  together,  pass  resolutions  urging  Governor  Foss  to 
sign  the  bill.     Send  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  to  the  Gov- 
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ernor,  give  another  copy  to  your  local  papers.  Get  every 
member  of  your  Union,  the  wives  of  your  members  and 
very  other  person  whom  you  know  who  has  the  slightest 
sympathy  with  struggling,  toil  ng  women  and  children  to 
send  a  personal  letter  IMMEDIATELY  to  Governor  Foss 
asking  him  to  sign  this  bill.  Let  us  show  him  that  the  people, 
regardless  of  class  or  condition,  demand  this  slight  boon. 
Kindly  drop  a  line  when  you  have  acted  so  we  may  know 
what  has  been  done. 

TO-DAY  is  THE  DAY  to  act. 

Thank'ng  you  in  advance  for  your  response,  which  I 
know  will  be  immediate  and  conclusive.

On  May  24th  news  came  from  the  Governor's  office  that  he  might 
sign  the  measure  if  he  were  sure  that  there  would  not  be  any  immediate 
resumption  of  the  fight  to  further  reduce  hours  for  persons  covered  by 
this  bill.  In  view  of  this  the  chairman  on  that  day  saw  Senator  Ross, 
who  said  that  the  text'le  people  had  many  times  declared  that  if  the  54 
hours  were  secured  that  there  would  not  be  a  resumption  of  the  fight 
for  shorter  hours  for  women  and  children  in  the  textile  industry  for 
sometime,  and  that  this  had  been  frankly  stated  by  the  textile  people  who 
appeared  beforre  the  committee  this  year.  Under  the  circumstances  he 
could  see  no  possible  objection  to  the  signing  of  a  letter  cover'ng  the  state- 
ments which  had  been  made  by  the  textile  men  in  regard  to  the  proposi- 
tion. In  view  of  this  fact  the  chairman  prepared  a  draft  of  a  suggested 
letter  to  the  Governor  and  gave  it  to  Senator  Ross  in  order  that  he  might 
submit  it  to  the  textile  men.  The  proposed  draft  said : — 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Eugene  N.  Foss : 

Dear  Sir : — We  have  the  feeling  that  there  is  a  misun- 
derstanding as  to  the  54-hour  bill  and  we  wish  to  clear  it  up 
if  possible. 

For  many  years  we  have  striven  for  the  54-hour  law  in 
this  Commonwealth  and  now  the  bill  is  before  you.  There 
was  no  realization  on  our  part  of  any  objections  which  you 
had  to  the  measure  until  it  was  too  late  to  do  anything  to 
change  it.  When  we  first  heard  that  there  were  objections 
to  the  measure  the  bill  was  in  such  shape  that  a  single  objec- 
tion in  the  House  would  have  prevented  it  from  being 
changed  and  we  immediately  made  an  examination  that 
showed  clearly  that  there  would  be  many  objections. 

As  a  result  it  became  a  matter  of  54  hours  or  nothing, 
and  we  believe  that  considerations  of  humanity  will  forbid 
you  to  turn  away  the  women  and  children  of  this  Common- 
wealth with  nothing  under  these  circumstances. 
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Again  and  again  our  leaders,  speaking  before  the  com- 
mittees and  privately,  have  said  that  if  the  54-hour  law  went 
through  that  there  would  be  no  further  agitation  along  this 
line  until  there  had  been  time  to  thoroughly  test  the  law  here 
and  there  had  been  an  opportunity  for  us  to  bring  the  other 
States  to  the  standard  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Had  we  been  able  to  change  the  bill  to  55  hours  this 
would  not  have  ended  the  agitation,  the  objective  of  the 
movement  for  reduction  of  hours  for  more  than  20  years 
having  been  54  a  week,  and  had  the  55  hours  been  secured 
this  year,  we  would  have  been  forced  to  again  and  again 
.  appeal  to  the  Legislature  for  shorter  hours  with  the  result 
that  of  necessity  there  would  have  continued  an  unsettle- 
ment.     To  allow  the  54  hours  to  go  into  effect  will,  however, 
end  the  agitation   for   some   time  to   come,   allowing  both 
workers  and  employees  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new  con- 
dition and  really  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  industry,  in- 
cluding both  employers  and  employees,  by  freeing  it  from 
constant  agitation. 
The  chairman  learned  on  May  26th  by  telephoning  to  New  Bedford 
that  some  of  the  Fall  River  textile  men  had  objected  to  the  form  of  the 
suggested  draft  and  that  another  draft  had  been  made.     As  the  matter 
was  to  be  disposed  of  on  May  27th,  that  being  the  last  day  of  considera- 
tion by  the  Governor,  the  chairman  went  to  New  Bedford  on  the  even- 
ing of  May  26th  and  secured  the  draft  finally  signed  by  the  New  Bed- 
ford and  Fall  River  men,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended : — 

New  Bedford,  May  26,  1911. 
To  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eugene  N.  Foss, 
Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir : — In  view  of  the  misunderstanding  relative 
to  the  54-hour  bill,  we  desire  to  make  clear  to  Your  Excel- 
lency the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  to  make  any  change  in 
said  bill  looking  to  a  compromise  had  we  so  desired.  Twenty- 
five    years'     agitation    of    this    question,     its     remarkable 
experiences  and  vicissitudes,  equalled  by  no  other  piece  of 
legislation,  has  left  in  the  minds  of  the  women  and  children 
of  our  state  a  feeling  which  time  will  not  readily  efface. 
We  desire  to  point  out  that  the  passage  of  this  act 
means  a  cessation  of  the  agitation  for  shorter  hours.     Our 
sincerity  in  this  matter   cannot  be   questioned   when   it   is 
borne  in  mind  that  in  1893  a  56-hour  law  passed  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  failed  of  passage  in  the  Senate  by 
only  two  votes,  and  that  during  the  next  sixteen  years  there 
was  absolute  cessation  of  the  agitation  for  shorter  hours. 
We  beseech  you,  in  behalf  of  our  over-worked  women 
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and  children  of  the  State  and  in  the  name  of  humanity,  to 
sign  this  bill,  assuring  you  with  all  the  emphasis  at  our  com- 
mand that  its  passage  means  a  cessation  of  agitation  for 
shorter  hours  in  Massachusetts  for  years  to  come,  or  until 
other  States  have  come  in  line  or  gone  ahead  of  our  own.

Early  on  May  27th  the  Chairman  delivered  the  original  of  this  letter 
to  the  Governor's  private  secretary,  together  with  a  letter  signed  by  him- 
self, as  had  been  requested.     This  letter  said  :

To  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eugene  N.  Foss,  State 
House,  Boston : 
Dear  Sir : — In  regard  to  the  statement  made  by  various 
officials  of  the  textile  unions,  which  accompanies  this  letter 
regarding  the  so-called  S4-hour  bill,  I  desire  to  say  that  these 
men  are  the  responsible  officers  of  their  organizations  and 
have  been  for  years  among  the  proponents  of  this  much- 
desired  legislation,  which  was  this  year  petitioned  for  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L..  at  the  request  of 
the  textile  bodies. 

I  further  desire  to  say  that  I  believe  they  have  accu- 
rately described  the  sentiment  existing  among  the  workers 
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in  the  textile  industry,  who  are  the  persons  chiefly  affected 
by  the  bill,  regarding  this  legislation.

The  n'ne-hour-in-eleven  bill  for  street  car  men  was  heard  by  the 
joint  Committees  on  Labor  and  Street  Railways.  For  a  long  time  it 
appeared  impossible  to  have  it  reported  out  of  the  committee  at  all. 
There  was  a  tie  in  the  two  committees  over  the  matter,  which  was  finally 
broken  when  the  Chairman  and  Brother  Sproule  secured  the  promise  of 
Representative  Killpartrick  that  if  a  report  could  not  be  secured  in  any 
other  way  that  he  would  change  his  vote,  which  was  in  the  negative,  so 
as  to  allow  the  bill  to  be  reported.  He  eventually  did  this  and  the  bill  was 
reported  in  the  House,  where  it  passed  on  May  17th  by  a  vote  of  122 
yeas  to  88  nays  on  a  roll  call 

In  the  Senate  there  was  an  exceedingly  lively  fight  on  this  measure, 
and  on  May  25th  the  bill  was  beaten  by  a  vote  of  18  yeas  to  19  nays,  with 
one  par. 

The  eight-hour  bill  appeared  from  the  first  of  the  session  to  be  certain 
of  passage,  but  nevertheless  a  substantial  fight  against  it  was  put  up  by 
the  conservatives.  It  passed  the  House  on  April  28th,  on  a  roll  call  of 
149  yea  to  61  nays,  and  on  May  2d  was  given  its  third  reading  in  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  29  yeas  to  8  nays,  with  1  pair,  th"s  being  the  only  roll 
call  on  the  main  issue  in  the  Senate. 

The  following  day,  by  a  roll  call  of  20  to  18,  with  1  absent  or  not 
voting,  the  Senate  sent  the  bill  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  an  opinion  on 
its  constitutionality,  especially  in  reference  to  the  fifth  or  so-called  prima 
facie  evidence  section.  The  Supreme  Court  rendered  such  an  opinion  in 
the  matter  that  it  was  necessary  to  strike  out  the  provision  referring  to 
the  Saturday  half-hol'day  or  to  take  out  the  fifth  section,  and  the  fifth 
section  was  stricken  out  and  the  bill,  as  changed,  was  readily  passed. 

Fully  realizing  the  fundamental  character  of  the  Initiative  and  Refer- 
endum measure,  the  committee  worked  very  hard  with  the  members  of 
the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amendments  to  secure  a  satisfactory 
measure.  The  b'll  was  held  in  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments until  very  late,  in  spite  of  our  most  earnest  efforts,  and  it  was  not 
until  June  27th  that  the  compromise  measure  on  the  subject  was  voted 
on  in  the  House.  It  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  125  yeas  to  75  nays,  which  was 
not  the  two-thirds  required.  It  was  reconsidered  on  the  next  day,  but 
once  more  failed  to  pass,  the  roll  call  being  105  yeas  to  81  nays. 

The  Committee  on  Election  Laws  was  unwill'ng  to  release  the  public 
opinion  bill  early  in  the  session  as  was  desired  by  us,  but  it  was  reported 
unfavorably  in  the  Senate  in  time  for  it  to  be  defeated  by  a  roll  call  on 
March  23d,  by  18  yeas  to  18  nays,  with  1  pair  andl  absent  or  not  vot'ng. 
Because  of  this  being  an  unfavorable  committee  report,  it  was  necessary 
for  the  matter  to  go  to  the  House,  and  there  we  succeeded  in  having  the 
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bill  substituted  for  the  unfavorable  report,  132  yeas  to  66  nays. 

When  the  measure  went  back  to  the  Senate  it  was  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Aleans,  which  recommended  its  rejection,  and  on 
June  1st  it  came  before  the  Senate  on  the  question  of  rejection,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  On  this  action  16  Senators 
voted  in  favor  of  rejecting,  19  against,  and  there  were  2  pairs.  On  the 
following  day  there  were  two  extraordinary  roll  calls  in  the  Senate  on  this 
bill.  It  was  voted  to  reconsider  the  action  of  June  1st  upon  a  roll  call  of 
13  yeas  to  6  nays,  with  8  pa'rs,  and  with  4  members  absent  or  not  voting. 
After  reconsideration  had  thus  been  voted,  there  was  a  roll  call  on  the 
question  of  rejecting  the  bill,  which  resulted  in  11  voting  to  reject  it,  9 
against,  7  pairs,  and  5  absent  or  not  voting. 

A  much  better  showing  was  made  on  the  equal  suffrage  bill,  which 
was  introduced  by  the  State  Branch  for  the  first  time,  than  was  the  case 
in  1910.  This  was  due  in  a  considerable  measure  to  the  energetic  work 
done  by  the  committee,  as  many  of  the  new  men  who  came  to  the  Legis- 
lature were  inclined  at  first  to  be  against  the  bill.  The  vote  in  the  House 
on  a  roll  call  on  April  4th  showed  69  yeas  to  161  nays,  as  compared  with 
the  vote  of  47  *yeas  to  148  nays  in  1910.  This  vote  plainly  indicates  the 
added  interests  developed  in  the  matter,  which  caused  35  more  members 
to  record  themselves  than  was  the  fact  in  1910. 

In  the  Senate,  where  there  was  a  roll  call  for  the  first  time  in  some 
years,  the  bill  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  6  yeas  to  31  nays,  with  2  absent 
or  not  voting.  It  seems  plain  to  the  committee  that  this  is  one  of  the  most 
important  bills  on  the  list.  Equal  suffrage  is  clearly  an  economic  necessity 
if  women  are  ever  to  be  able  to  secure  such  reasonable  pay  as  to  prevent 
their  competition  being  ruinous  to  men  wage  workers  or  shall  enable  them 
to  properly  support  themselves. 

That  the  wages  and  conditions  of  both  men  and  women  have  been 
greatly  improved  in  the  suffrage  States  and  that  the  average  wages  not 
only  for  women  but  for  men  were  higher  in  the  suffrage  States  than  in 
the  whole  country  is  plainly  shown  by  the  statistics  gathered  in  the  1900 
census,  so  that  considerations  not  merely  of  fair  play  and  of  abstract 
justice,  but  of  the  material  advance  of  the  wage  workers,  impel  us  to 
earnestly  and  effectively  support  this  measure  and  to  drive  into  the  minds 
of  those  representatives  from  working-class  communities,  who  have 
opposed  this  bill  in  the  past,  the  fact  that  it  is  emphatically  a  labor  measure 
and  that  it  must  be  supported  as  such. 

After  many  efforts  to  secure  a  satisfactory  homestead  bill  one  was 
passed  providing  for  a  permanent  commission,  unpaid,  which  is  to  pre- 
pare and  submit  to  the  next  Legislature  a  definite  plan  for  beginning  this 
kind  of  work.  Brother  Sterling,  of  your  Legislative  Committee,  is  a 
member  of  the  commission. 

The  committee  appeared  against  the  so-called  Luce  Arbitration  Bill, 
which   would  have  made   strikes    illegal,   and   which   we   so   vigorously

opposed  last  year,  and  also  against  a  considerable  number  of  other  bills 
which  appeared  to  us  to  be  against  the  interests  of  the  working  class. 

Having  been  notified  that  the  Executive  Board  by  a  unanimous  vote 
had  issued  instructions  that  the  bar  and  bottle  bill  was  to  be  opposed  and 
that  it  v/as  to  be  made  a  State  Branch  measure,  the  Chairman  appeared 
before  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Law  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  the  bar 
and  bottle  bill. 

A  considerable  number  of  bills  of  interest  to  the  working  class,  which 
have  not  yet  been  mentioned,  were  heard  before  various  committees,  and 
at  these  various  hearings  your  committee  was  represented,  usually  by  the 
Chairman.  There  was  a  long  fight  over  the  report  of  the  commission  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  the  inspection  of  workshops,  factories,  and  other 
buildings.  This  commission  proposed  the  establishment  of  a  separate 
inspections  department,  which  should  have  charge  of  the  matter  of  in- 
specting such  places,  and  should  also  have  charge  of  prosecutions  for 
violations  of  the  law.  Eventually  we  failed  to  secure  legislation  along 
this  line,  but  we  have  hopes  that  something  definite  can  be  accomplished 
at  the  next  session. 

Th?  life  of  the  old  commission  appointed  to  consider  the  liability  of 
employers  for  injuries  received  by  employees  in  course  of  their  employ- 
ment was  also  extended,  in  order  that  there  might  be  full  statistics  kept  up 
to  July  1,  1912,  as  to  the  num.ber  and  nature  of  accidents,  and  also  that  it 
may  continue  its  investigation  of  the  general  subject  of  compensation  for 
accidents. 

The  Legislature  passed  an  act  (Chapter  539)  regarding  the  employ- 
ment of  locomotive  engineers  and  conductors,  which  makes  the  employ- 
ment of  inexperienced  men  in  such  positions  impossible  on  railroads  in 
this  State.  It  also  passed  an  act  (Chapter  656)  relative  to  licensing  oper- 
ators of  hoisting  machiner};'  when  the  motive  power  is  mechanical  and 
other  than  steam.  It  also  passed  (Chapter  562)  an  act  relative  to  the 
licensing  of  engineers  and  firemen.  Having  laughed  out  of  court  the 
barbers'  license  bill,  it  passed  an  act  (Chapter  43)  providing  for  the 
practice  of  manicuring  and  massage  and  the  giving  of  vapor  baths. 

Two  wage  acts  were  passed  by  the  Legislature,  one  of  them  over  the 
veto  of  the  Governor.  One  of  them  (Chapter  541)  provides  for  minimum 
wages  of  not  less  than  $2.25  a  day  for  laborers  directly  employed  by  the 
Metropolitan  Park  Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board.  This  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor  and  was  later  passed  over 
the  veto  by  the  Legislature;  the  other  (Chapter  542)  provides  for  salaries 
of  watchmen  in  the  State  prison  and  in  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory, 
and  it  became  law  without  action  by  the  Governor.  Chapter  310  provides 
that  no  illiterate  minors  shall  be  employed  without  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  minor  is  over  16  years  of  age;  while  Chapter  313  provides  for 
the  women  and  children  in  certain  workshops  connected  with  mercantile 
establishments. 
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An  cact  to  prohibit  the  use  of  suction  shuttles  in  factories  (Chapter 
281),  one  amending  the  law  in  reference  to  the  specifications  to  be  fur- 
nished to  weavers  in  cotton  factories  (Chapter  263),  and  an  act  (Chapter 
584)  to  prohibit  employers  from  imposing  a  fine  for  imperfections  in 
weaving  were  among  the  matters  of  importance  to  textile  workers  which 
were  passed  upon.  An  act  (Chapter  249)  provides  for  the  payment 
during  regular  working  hours  of  employees  of  manufacturing  concerns 
employing  more  than  100  per^-ons  ;  while  another  (Chapter  208)  provides 
for  weekly  payment  of  wages  by  express  companies.  By  resolution 
(Chapter  2)  the  commission  appointed  to  investigate  employment  agencies 
and  intelligence  offices  has  been  given  further  time,  and  by  resolution 
(Chapter  64)  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  instructed  to  investigate 
the  matter  of  part  time  schooling  for  working  children. 

Four  acts  concerning  retirement  systems  were  passed.  One  (Chap- 
ter 413)  provides  for  a  retirement  fund  for  laborers  employed  by  the  city 
of  Boston,  another  (Chapter  338)  for  payment  of  pensions  to  employees 
of  cities  and  towns,  another  (Chapter  532)  to  the  establishment  of  a 
retirement  system  for  the  employees  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
fourth  (Chapter  634)  authorizing  the  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
establish  retirement  systems  for  their  employees. 

As  in  former  years  there  was  a  bill  before  the  Legislature  providing 
for  the  marking  of  prison-made  goods.  Your  committee  took  an  earnest 
part  in  this.  Eventually  a  resolution  was  passed  providing  that  the  Prison 
Commission  should  make  plans  looking  toward  the  employment  of  prison 
labor  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  competition  with  outside  workers.  We 
regard  this  as  a  very  important  matter  to  be  followed  up  by  further  legis- 
lative committees. 

At  the  1910  convention  resolutions  were  presented  having  in  view  the 
giving  of  a  vote  of  thanks  and  of  extending  support  to  members  of  the 
Legislature  who  had  assisted  in  an  effort  to  pass  the  bills  desired  by  the 
workers,  which  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Board.  The 
necessity  of  expressing  publicly  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  members 
of  the  Legislature  who  supported  the  workers'  programme,  and  who 
thereby  became  subject  to  the  vengeful  opposition  of  the  reactionary  ele- 
ment in  the  community,  has  been  more  and  more  impressed  upon  the 
Legislative  Committee  this  year,  as  the  pressure  from  the  opposition  has 
been  very  much  stronger  than  during  any  recent  session. 

The  committee  was  organized  by  the  choice  of  John  Weaver  Sher- 
man as  chairman  and  John  J.  Griffin  as  secretary,  and  a  vote  was  passed 
that  the  chairman  should  have  general  charge  of  legislative  matters  on 
behalf  of  the  committee,  and  that  Henry  Sterling  should  be  employed  to 
do  such  lobbying  as  was  thought  desirable.  The  chairman  devoted  prac- 
tically his  entire  time  and  the  resources  of  his  law  office  to  the  work  of 
the  committee,  there  being  not  more  than  four  days  during  the  entire 
session  when  he  was  not  pre.-^ent  at  the  State  House.     Brothers  Sproule 
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and  Reagan  were  present  at  the  State  House  during  the  main  hearings 
upon  our  bills  and  also  at  the  time  when  measures  particularly  affecting 
their  own  occupations  were  up  for  consideration.  The  chairman  received 
as  compensation  $342,  Brother  Sterling  $188,  while  there  was  paid  to 
Brother  Sproule  $43,  and  to  Brother  Reagan  $30,  these  latter  sums  includ- 
ing transportation. 

The  committee  recommends : 

(1.)  That  the  new  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  organize 
immedidately  after  its  election  and  to  at  once  begin  a  campaign  look  ng 
towards  the  repeal  of  the  insurance  company  section  of  the  compensation 
act. 

(2.)  That  the  incoming  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  pre- 
pare and  distribute  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  adjournment  of  this  con- 
vention a  pamphlet  regarding  the  measures  to  be  introduced  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  1912,  similar  to  the  one  issued  in  1910  and  this  year. 

(3.)  That  the  Anti-Injunction  bill,  the  nine-hour-in-eleven  b'll  for 
street  car  men,  the  Peaceful  Persuasion  bill,  the  Picketing  bill,-  the 
Initiative  and  Referendum  bill,  the  Public  Opinion  bill,  the  Barbers' 
License  bill,  the  Equal  Suffrage  bill,  and  the  bill  providing  that  women 
shall  not  serve  liquor  in  places  where  the  sale  of  liquor  is  the  pr'ncipal 
business  be  reintroduced  and  supported  before  the  Legislature  of  1912. 

(4.)  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  introduce  in 
the  Legislature  bills  bearing  upon  particular  and  definite  phases  of  the 
labor  injunction  evil,  bringing  out  in  detail  some  of  the  specific  proposi- 
tions contained  in  the  main  anti-injunction  bill. 

(5.)  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  work  for  the 
passage  of  an  efifective  homestead  bill. 

(6.)  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  support  a 
bill  looking  towards  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Labor,  which 
shall  have  control  of  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  affecting  labor,  said 
department  to  be  headed  by  a  committee  elected  by  the  voters. 

(7.)  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  make  every 
effort  to  secure  the  passage  of  an  effective  bill  which  shall  prevent  the 
competition  of  prison  with  free  labor.

Discussion  on  Resolution  No.  11  resumed. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Driscoll,  Horseshoers'  Union.  No.  5,  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  be  allowed  to  address  the 
Convention  on  this   subject. 

Amended    by    Delegate    Mahoney,    Cigarmakers.    No.    97.    that   the 
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chairman  be  given  privilege  to  discuss  the  question  before  the  house. 
Carried. 

Chairman  Sherman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  spoke  on  Reso- 
lution No.  11  and  legislative  matters. 

Delegate  Halvosa,  Newswriters,  No.  1,  moved  that  the  whole  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five  to  be  selected  by  the 
President,  to  report  some  time  tomorrow  morning  with  further  recom- 
mendations on  this  subject. 

Delegate  Mahoney,  Cigarmakers,  No.  97,  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion.    Carried. 

Previous  question  carried  by  rising  vote  of  94  in  the  affirmative  and 
41  in  the  negative. 

Vice-President  Collins  appointed  the  following  special  committee  of 
five  to  report  further  recommendations  on  Resolution  No.  1 1 : 

Delegate  Halvosa,  Newswriters,  No.  1,  Boston;  Delegate  McCarthy, 
Cigarmakers,  No.  97,  Boston;  Delegate  Alden,  C.  L.  U.,  Holyoke; 
Delegate  Ward,  Brewery  Workers,  No.  29 ;  Delegate  E.  Gerry  Brown, 
Brockton  C.  L.  U. 

President  Durnin  in  the  chair. 

Delegates  Driscoll  and  McCarthy  asked  for  a  ruling  from  the  chair 
whether  a  man,  whose  organization  is  not  affiliated  and  not  a  delegate  to 
this  convention,  could  be  nominated  for  office. 

President  Durnin's  ruling,  to  which  there  was  no  objection,  was 
as  follows:  That  if  the  organization  to  which  the  gentleman  in  ques- 
tion belongs,  is  not  affiliated  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  and 
he  is  not  a  delegate  from  a  Central  Labor  Union  of  his  city,  he  is  not 
entitled  to  have  his  name  on  the  ballot. 

In  consequence  of  this  ruling,  the  name  of  Thomas  J.  Regan, 
Weavers,  of  Lowell,  was  dropped  from  the  ballot. 

'T  have  been  interested  in  listening  to  labor  and  how  you  fight  for 
the  cause,  and  I  honor  you,  and  I  ask  you,  as  strong  men  and  women  who 
are  able  to  do  for  yourselves,  to  do  something  in  behalf  of  these  persons 
who  are  dying  in  the  Home  today,  some  who  have  even  spoken  at  these 
conventions.  This  home  is  free  to  everybody ;  as  only  the  poor  apply  to 
it,  it  is  a  free  home  for  consumptives  without  regard  to  creed  or  color. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Collins,  City  Emp.,  No.  8279,  Cambridge,  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  was  given  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Powers  of  the  Free 
Home  for  Consumptives,  who  said  in  part : 

"I  come  here  to  show  my  appreciation  of  what  members  of  the 
unions  have  done  during  the  past  year  for  the  Free  Home  for  Consump- 
tives, and  also  to  congratulate  the  unions  on  the  good  work  they  are  doing 
for  humanity  and  with  best  wishes  for  the  future,  and  for  the  Massa- 
chusetts Executive  Board,  with  whom  I  first  dealt,  and  they  gave  me 
their  endorsement,   and    I    wish   to   express   my   sincere  thanks   to   Mr. 
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Driscoll,  with  whom  I  was  first  acquainted,  and  I  wish  to  show  our  appre- 
ciation to  all.  I  come  in  the  interest  of  the  Fair  we  are  to  have  October 
8,  at  which  John  Mitchell  is  to  be  the  orator.  It  is  to  take  place  on  Sun- 
day, October  8,  from  3  until  11  p.  m. 

"I  ask  you  to  form  a  committee  to  contribute  something  to  the 
Mitchell  Day  Fund.  It  has  been  endorsed  by  your  State  Branch  and  by 
your  Central  Labor  Union." 

On  motion  by  Delegate  Convery,  Stage  Emp.,  of  Lowell  that  the 
chair  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  raise  a  donation  for  the  Free  Home 
for  Consumptives  from  the  delegates  here  at  this  convention.     Carried. 

President  Durnin  appointed  the  following  committee:  Delegates 
Conboy,  Convery  and  Diamond. 

On  motion,  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted  to  International  Rep- 
resentative Schneider  and  New  England  Organizer  Walsh  of  the  Bakery 
&  Confectionery  Workers,  who  spoke  on  the  condition  of  their  craft  in 
this  State,  and  urged  the  co-operation  of  the  delegates  to  buy  Union 
Label  bread. 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  convention  adjourned 
at  5.08  p.  m.,  to  convene  Wednesday  morning  at  9  o'clock. 


WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION. 


Meeting  called  to  order  at  9.10  a.  m.    President  Durnin  in  the  chair. 

Roll  call  of  delegates  showed  the  following  absentees:  Delegates 
Watson,  Baine,  Morse,  Michael  A.  Murphy,  Davidmeyer,  F.  C.  King- 
man, Sheehan,  Brockton,  Joel,  Lyon,  La  Fleur,  Donley,  Cook,  Roach, 
McRae,  Healey,  Mullen  and  Loftus. 

President  Durnin  announced  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Delegate 
Ross,  Mule  Spinners,  New  Bedford,  stating  that  sickness  necessitated 
his  absence  from  the  convention.  President  Durnin  instructed  the  Sec- 
retary that  he  should  be  marked  present  at  all  sessions. 

Roll  call  of  officers  showed  all  present. 

Delegate  Halvosa,  Newswriters,  No.  1,  reported  for  the  Special 
Committee  of  Five,  as  follows : 

Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Committee  of  Five 
yesterday  afternoon,  your  committee  met  down  stairs  and  organized 
with  Philip  J.  Halvosa,  Chairman,  and  E.  Gerry  Brown  as  Secretarv. 
The  Committee  called  before  it  representatives  from  your  Executive 
Board,  different  members  of  your  Legislative  Committee  and  different 
members  of  the  Legislature  who  chanced  to  be  members  of  this  conven- 
tion. It  asked  for  and  in  a  large  number  of  cases  received  suggestions. 
It  listened  to  the  complaints  made  as  to  the  method  or  lack  of  method 
under  our  old  constitution,  and  after  thoroughly  considering  everything 
that  was  offered,  as  well  as  discussing  the  case  from  our  own  point  of 
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view,  your  Committee  drafted  this  report,  which  has  been  unanimously 
agreed  upon  by  the  five  men  named  by  your  Chairman,  and  offer  the 
following  substitute  for  Resolution  No.   11  and  amendments: 

Committee  recommends  that  Section  10  of  Article  V  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

At  the  annual  session  there  shall  be  elected  a  Legislative  Committee 
of  three  members,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2  of  this  article, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  legislative  program  of  the  Fed- 
eration. This  Committee  shall  organize  by  electing  a  chairman  and  a 
secretary  wnthin  thirty  days  after  the  convention  adjourns.  It  also  shall 
submit  to  the  Executive  Board,  not  less  than  once  a  month  while  the 
Legislature  is  in  session,  a  detailed  statement  of  its  plans  for  the  future 
and  an  estimate  of  the  money  required  for  the  continuation  of  such  work 
during  the  coming  month. 

Sec.  11.  Failing  to  organize  within  the  required  thirty  days,  or, 
providing  the  program  mapped  out  by  said  Legislative  Committee  does 
not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board  when  submitted  to 
them,  both  boards  shall  immediately  meet  in  joint  session  and  the  de- 
cision of  that  board  shall  be  final.  In  no  instance,  however,  shall  the 
joint  board  select  any  person  to  serve  as  an  officer  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  Avho  is  not  a  member  thereof. 

Sec.  12.  Should  the  employment  of  legal  counsel  be  required  in 
connection  with  legislative  work,  the  same  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Executive  Board  and  the  Legislative  Committee  sitting  jointly. 

Sec.  13.  Immediately  after  the  Legislature  adjourns,  the  Legislative 
Committee  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Executive  Board  a  "roll  call" 
record  of  the  votes  cast  by  all  legislators  on  matters  covered  by  the  Fed- 
eration program  during  that  session.  In  case  the  record  so  submitted 
does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  said  "roll  call" 
record  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, sitting  jointly.  Provision  for  the  distribution  of  this  record 
shall  be  made  in  same  manner. 

Sec.  14.  The  Legislative  Committee  also  shall  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  the  succeeding  convention. 

Sec.  15.  The  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Federation  is  authorized 
and  instructed  to  organize  a  Legislative  Department  to  be  constructed 
as  follows :  Each  Central  Labor  Union  in  the  State  shall  be  asked,  and 
is  expected,  to  name  a  legislative  committee  of  one  or  more  members. 
The  name  and  address  of  at  least  one  member  so  appointed  by  each 
Central  body  shall  be  given  to  the  State  Legislative  Committee,  and  each 
member  so  recorded  shall  hold  himself  in  readiness  to  answer  any  call 
that  may  be  made  upon  his  Central  body  by  the  State  Legislative  Com- 
mittee. Each  Central  body,  through  its  representative,  shall  be  kept  in- 
formed of  the  position  assumed  by  the  Representatives  and  Senators 
within    the    jurisdiction    of    said    representative.      Every    Central    Labor 
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Union  also  shall  be  urged  to  be  represented  in  said  Legislative  Depart- 
ment and  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  its  representatives.

"In  making  the  statement  that  labor  men  were  at  the  State  House 
with  the  money  of  the  liquor  interests  in  their  pockets,  did  you  have  in 
mind  any  officer  or  any  person  pretending  to  represent  the  State  Branch 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor?"  To  which  question  Delegate 
Brown  replied :     "No  one  from  this  State  Branch."

Your  Committee  on  Legislative  Committee's  Report  met.  with  the 
following  members  present:  Delegates  Halvosa,  Raleigh,  Clark  and 
Miller.  Delegate  Halvosa  was  elected  Chairman  and  Miller,  Secretary. 

First  taking  up  the  recommendations,  your  Committee  recommends 
as  follows : 

Recommendation  1.     Concurred  in.     Rep'ort  of  Committee  adopted. 

Recommendation  2.     Concurred  in.     Report  of  Committee  adopted. 

Recommendation  3.  The  following  is  substituted  for  Section  3  of  the 
Legislative  Committee's  report :  "The  anti-injunction  bill,  picketing  bill, 
peaceful  persuasion,  initiative  and  referendum,  public  opinion,  equal  suf- 
frage and  bill  providing  that  women  shall  not  serve  liquors  in  places 
where  the  sale  of  liquor  is  the  principle  business,  be  reintroduced  and 
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supported  in  the  Legislature  of  1912,  and  that  the  9-hour-in-ll  bill  for 
street  railway  men  and  barbers'  license  bill  be  reintroduced  and  supported 
in  1912  if  request  for  such  service  is  made  by  organizations  interested. 

Amended  by  Delegate  Sproule  of  Lowell  St.  Ry.  Emp.,  No.  280,  that 
the  9-in-l  1-hour  bill  be  made  a  State  Branch  bill. 

Motion  by  Delegate  Griffin,  Bartenders,  No.  86,  Lynn,  that  it  be 
deferred  at  this  time  until  resolution  introduced  by  him  is  read  here. 

Delegate  Raleigh  of  Bartenders,  No.  67,  Springfield,  rises  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  amendment  is  out  of  order,  for  the  reason  that 
the  amendment  introduced  by  the  delegate  prohibits  the  introduction  of 
a  resolution,  and  resolutions  are  now  in  order  at  this  time.  Anything 
connected  with  this  must  necessarily  refer  to  the  section  of  the  Legislative 
Committee's  report  on  which  we  are  now  debating.  Chair  ruled  amend- 
ment is  in  order. 

Delegate  Rogers  of  Barbers,  No.  347,  moves  previous  question, 
which  was  carried. 

After  a  doubt  of  the  vote,  a  rising  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion 
to  defer;  70  in  favor  and  40  opposed. 

Delegate  Conboy  for  the  Committee  on  Subscription  for  the  Free 
Home  for  Consumptives  reported  that  .$68.60  had  been  contributed  to 
the  fund,  and  served  notice  that  he  would  make  a  further  collection 
when  the  delegates  would  be  leaving  the  hall. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Chase  report  of  the  Committee  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted. 

Recommendation  4.     Concurred  in.     Report  of  Committee  adopted. 

Recommendation  5.     Concurred  in.     Report  of  Committee  adopted. 

Recommendation  6.  Word  "commissioner"  substituted  for  word 
"committee"  in  last  line  of  recommendation.  The  Committee  recom- 
mends that  it  be  concurred  in  as  recommended.

As  to  subject  matter  of  report.  Committee  recommends  that  para- 
graph beginning  on  line  26  and  ending  on  line  30  of  page  2  be  eliminated. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Hibbert,  Weavers,  No.  24,  Fall  River,  that 
that  part  of  Committee's  recommendation  be  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee with  instructions  to  bring  before  this  convention  the  names  of  the 
Republican  Senators  added  to  the  four  Democrats  who  were  opposed  to 
this  measure.     Carried.

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


Meeting  called  to  order  at  2.08  p.  m.     Roll  call  of  delegates  showed

Minutes  of  Tuesday  afternoon  session  read  and  adopted.  Read- 
of  the  minutes  of  Wednesday  morning  session  approved  as  read. 

Delegate  J.  J.  Kearney  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
recommending  the  seating  of  Joseph  H.  McGill,  Stablemen  &  Garage- 
mens'  Union,  No.  367,  Boston,  and  Stephen  Mahoney,  Bartenders,  of 
Lawrence,  as  an  alternate  to  Jere  L.  Sullivan.  Moved  and  seconded  that 
report  of  Committee  be  accepted  and  delegates  be  seated.     Adopted. 

Motion  of  Delegate  Walls,  that  Cornelius  Ford,  President  of  the  New 
Jersey  State  Federation  of  Labor,  be  accredited  with  all  the  privileges  of 
a  fraternal  delegate.     Carried. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Mahoney,  Cigarmakers,  No.  97,  that  the 
regular  order  of  business  be  suspended  and  that  a  Finance  Committee  of 
Three  be  elected.     Carried. 

Privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted  to  Delegate  Conboy  to  make  a 
further  report  for  the  Special  Committee  of  Three  to  solicit  funds  for 
the  Free  Home  for  Consumptives,  stating  that  the  total  sum  collected 
was  $8L46.     Report  adopted. 

The  following  delegates  were  nominated  for  the  Finance  Committee :

W.  Conley,  Bartenders,  No.  77,  Boston;  Delegate  Murphy,  C.  L.  U., 
Boston,  nominated  Sara  Conboy,  Textile  Workers,  No.  721,  of  Boston;

123,  Holyoke;  Delegate  Holleran  nominated  Delegate  C.  J.  Gallagher, 
Carpenters,  No.  33,  of  Boston ;  Delegate  Sproule,  Street  Carmen  of 
Lowell,  nominated  M.  F.  Fitzgerald,  St.  Railway  Emp.,  No.  261. 

To  facilitate  matters  the  following  nominees  declined,  Delegate  Gal- 
lagher and  Delegate  Conboy. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  John 
W.  Conley,  Ernest  Gerhardt  and  M.  F.  Fitzgerald.     Carried. 

The  Secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  the  above  named,  and  they  were 
duly  elected  Finance  Committee. 

Motion  of  Delegate  Minihan  that  we  proceed  to  the  election  of 
officers. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  election  of  officers,  and  by  roll  call 
of  delegates,  election  of  officers  proceeded. 

Delegate  Murphy,  C.  L.  U.,  Boston,  stated  that  he  declined  nomina- 
lion  as  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee. 

Delegate  Hibbert  moved  that  five  tellers  be  appointed  by  the  chair 
to  count,  sort  and  distribute  ballots.     Carried. 

President  Durnin  appointed  the  following  committee:  Delegates 
Gillespie,  Team  Drivers,  No.  25 ;  T.  C.  Keleher,  Musicians,  No.  9,  of 
Boston;  Fred  Knight,  Outer  Sole  Workers  of  Haverhill;  C.  T.  Fahey. 
Typo.,  No.  253,  Holyoke;  J.  W^  Conley,  Bartenders,  No.  77,  of  Boston. 
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-■  In  introducing  John  F.  Tobin,  International  President  of  the  Boot 
&  Shoe  Workers'  Union,  President  Durnin  said : 

■  -  "It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  time  to  introduce  a  man  who 
needs  no  introduction  from  me,  a  man  who  has  done  a  lot  of  good  work 
for  the  labor  movement,  not  alone  for  his  own  organization,  but  for  every 
rganization  carrying  a  label,  card  or  button,  and  without  further  eulo- 
gizing the  gentleman,  I  will  introduce  at  this  time,  John  F.  Tobin." 

■Mr.  Tobin  said,  in  part: 
"Mr,  President  and  Delegates :  In  accepting  the  invitation  of  your 
Executive  Board  to  address  this  convention,  I  felt  some  hesitation  about 
being  able  to  say  anything  that  might  be  of  interest  or  guide  the  veterans 
in  this  organization.  I  am  not  here,  this  afternoon,  presuming  to  offer 
anything  in  the  way  of  advice  to  the  old  heads  here,  but  rather  to  say 
a  word  to  the  class,,  to  which  I  belong  myself, — the  younger  element  in 
the  trade  union  movement. 

.  "It  has  been  my  observation  in  the  work  that  I  have  had  to  do  in 
the : shoe  .era ft  to  study  arid  observe  the  work  of  every  other  craft,  and 
I  find  there  is  a  vast  difiference  between  the  things  which  can  be  accom- 
plished and  the  means  by  which  they  can  be  accomplished  as  between 
the, various  trades. 

,  .^"Wfi.have  to  tender  to  you  and  organized  labor  generally  throughout 
this  country  our  gratitude  for  the  work  you  have  done  in  our  behalf  to 
enable  us  to  build  up  the  organization  which  we  have  built  in  the  last 
twelve  years.  We  call  our  organization  an  infant  organization,  but 
still  wcrhave  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  building  up  a  higher  standard 
of  wages  and  better  conditions  of  labor  for  the  shoe  worker  every 
place  we  have  organized.  We  have  met  with  considerable  success  in 
Haverhill,  but  still  have  a  great  deal  to  do;  as  in  every  other  place,  the 
work  we  have  to  do  is  not  so  much  the  work  of  organizing  as  the  work 
of  .educating  our  membership  to  a  proper  understanding  of  the  principles 
of  our  organization  and  the  obstacles  we  have  to  overcome.  Our 
obstacle?  are  so  many  and  varied  we  have  to  be  careful  of  what  we  do 
lest  we  overstep  the  bounds  of  reason  and  get  into  difficulty  from  which 
we  .cannot  extricate  ourselves.  If  we  could  have  the  advice,  wisdom 
and  co-operation  of  all  of  the  organized  workers  in  the  shoe  trade  our 
task  would  be,  perhaps,  somewhat  simplified,  as  most  of  you  in 
the  older  organizations  have  experienced  your  difficulties  in  the  past  in 
dealing,. with  independent  organizations  and  have  survived  that  period 
of  existence  we  are  going  through  now.'  We  have  in  the  shoe  trade  to 
some  extent  to  contend  with  the  work  of  independent  local  organizations 
in  various  parts  of  the  country.  They  build  their  standard  and  attract 
membership  to  their  organization  largely  based  upon  misrepresentation 
of  our  organization.  They  undertake  to  show  our  system  of  arbitration 
is  ponderous  and  slow  and  developments  are  not  sufficiently  rapid  to  re- 
pay, the  members   for  contributions  they  pay  the  unions.     I  make  this 
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positive  assertion  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  independent  organ- 
izations based  upon  a  strike  method  or  based  upon  any  other  method 
which  they  may  choose  to  employ,  are  destined  to  failure  because  in  the 
first  place  those  who  can  be  attracted  to  an  organization  of  that  kind  are 
not  sufficiently  schooled  in  the  trade  union  work  to  recognize  the  differ- 
ence between  the  legitimate  organization  and  the  organization  built  upon 
illegitimate  lines.  We  are  asking  the  co-operation  of  the  trade  union 
movement  of  the  country  in  convincing  the  independent  organizations 
of  the  error  of  their  way;  the  error  of  their  way  we  are  satisfied  will 
be  shown  to  them  in  due  course  of  time,  but  while  we  have  reason  to 
complain  of  their  methods  towards  our  organization  we  are  somewhat 
consoled  by  the  knowledge  that  every  day  adds  to  their  experience  and 
the  experience  which  they  gain  convinces  them  they  are  on  the  wrong 
track  and  eventually  there  will  be,  as  in  most  of  the  other  trades,  one 
organization  in  the  shoe  craft. 

"Our  organization  has  gone  through  several  years  of  rather  bad 
trade  conditions;  has  gone  through  several  years  of  internal  strife;  has 
gone  through  several  years  of  opposition  from  independent  organiza- 
tions, and  we  have  survived  all  of  the  opposition.  We  have  gained 
in  membership ;  we  have  gained  in  revenue ;  we  have  gained  in  every 
condition  necessary  to  build  up  a  strong  and  powerful  organization.  In 
the  face  of  opposition  we  have  succeeded ;  this  lends  encouragement  to 
us  and  causes  us  to  believe  the  future  belongs  to  the  Root  &  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  other  unions  organized  and  affiliated  with  us  in  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  the  end  is  bound  to  be  a  united  craft, 
and  a  craft  organization  which  will  be  a  credit  to  the  trade  union'  move- 
ment. 

"We  are  glad  to  note  that  some  of  our  Locals  are  affiliated  with 
this  State  Branch,  and  have  been  for  some  years.  I  addressed'  yoUr 
convention  a  few  years  ago  and  promised  you  we  would  use  our  best 
efforts  to  see  that  all  of  the  Locals  of  the  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers'  Union 
were  affiliated ;  so  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  that  end.  I 
believe  the  time  will  come  when  our  organization  will  make  a  declara- 
tion making  it  obligatory  to  become  affiliated  with  the  State  Branch  and 
become  part  and  parcel  of  it.  We  promise  you  we  will  work  to  that 
end  and  sincerely  hope  we  will  accomplish  the  end  we  have  in  view. 

"I  know  that  the  experience  which  our  members  gain  from  a  "con- 
vention of  this  kind  will  make  them  more  valuable  to  aid  us  in  the 
work  in  hand. 

"Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  knowing  you  have  work  in  hand, 
and  knowing  you  have  distinguished  speakers  to  follow  me,  I  will  not 
encroach  further  upon  your  time." 

In  presenting  John  Golden,  International  President  of  the  United 
Textile  Workers,  President  Durnin  said : 
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"I  will  introduce  to  you  a  man  known  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth, a  man  who  represents  an  international  organization  which  is 
striving  to  build  up  that  craft.  With  no  further  words,  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  introducing  John  Golden,  International  President  of  the 
United  Textile  Workers  of  America." 

Mr.  Golden  said,  in  part : 

"Mr.  President  and  Delegates  to  the  Convention :  I  want  to  say 
in  the  beginning  that  I  was  particularly  pleased  that  my  friend  Tobin 
talked  for  a  few  minutes  after  he  made  his  first  declaration.  I  got  the 
shock  of  my  life  when  John  Tobin  tried  to  put  himself  in  the  young 
school  of  trade  unionists.  It  seems  to  me  a  decade  ago,  almost  a 
generation  ago,  and  I  know  I  must  have  been  very  young  at  that  time, 
and  one  of  the  men  I  used  to  hear  about  raising  up  a  big  row  in  Federa- 
tion conventions  was  a  certain  John  Tobin,  and  I  think  he  is  the  gentle- 
man who  just  addressed  you. 

"I  have  just  one  or  two  matter  that  I  would  like  to  briefly  speak 
about,  because  I  am  very  deeply  interested  in  them. 

"Now,  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  endorse  that  part  of  Brother  Tobin's 
little  talk  to  you  referring  to  secession.  We  are  going  through  the  same 
ordeal  in  the  textile  industry  as  the  Boot  &  Shoe  Workers'  Union  are 
going  through.  We  are  going  through  the  ordeal  of  the  local  union 
or  its  officials,  because  they  can't  dominate  the  policy  of  their  interna- 
tional union,  setting  up  international  unions  of  their  own, — branches  of 
a  craft, — and  expecting  to  be  recognized  by  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  by  the 
State  Branches  and  by  the  Central  bodies,  and  you  men  in  your  other 
industries  that  have  gone  through  this  secession  movement  know  what 
it  means,  know  the  disruption  it  creates ;  know  the  bitter  feeling  it  cre- 
ates ;  know  how  the  officers  of  the  legitimate  organizations  are  abused, 
maligned  and  misrepresented.  But  I  believe  that  the  legitimate  trade 
union  movement  will  at  all  times  stand  by  those  officers,  either  national 
or  local,  that  stand  up  for  legitimate  organizations  and  stand  up  for 
discipline.  There  is  no  room  in  our  trade  union  movement  for  the  man 
who  kicks  and  cannot  have  his  own  way  and  wants  to  form  an  organi- 
zation of  his  own  on  independent  lines.  We  have  got  to  consolidate ; 
we  have  to  amalgamate  our  forces,  and  to  allow  or  recognize  this  seceding 
movement  is  dangerous  to  this  whole  labor  movement. 

"I  want  to  say  your  State  Branch  has  never  hesitated  to  do  its 
duty  when  called  upon  in  regard  to  the  seceding  Locals  we  have  had 
to  contend  with ;  the  Central  bodies  when  the  situation  was  explained 
have  not  failed  to  do  their  duty.  In  my  judgment,  the  seceders  are  no 
more  nor  less  than  trade  union  traitors  to  the  cause ;  men  who  are  mas- 
querading as  trade  unionists  and  who  are  undermining  the  move- 
ment we  are  trying  to  build  up.  I  hope  the  State  Branch  under  its  new 
administration  will  take  the  same  determined  stand  as  the  administra- 
tion of  the  past,  and  I  hope  you  men  in  your  Central  bodies  will  not 
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hesitate  to  do  your  duty. 

"I  want  to  say,  my  friends,  again,  as  IJrother  Tobin  has  said,  wc 
have  been  up  against  the  same  proposition,  our  local  unions  refusing 
to  come  into  the  State  Branch ;  our  local  unions  being  indifferent  to  being 
affiliated  with  it.  The  officers  of  your  organization  know  I  have  done 
my  level  best  to  bring  them  in.  I  shall  continue  to  do  it,  and  in  my 
convention,  three  weeks  hence,  I  would  like  to  see  a  resolution  come 
there,  and  if  nobody  introduces  it,  I  will,  as  a  delegate  or  National 
President  of  that  organization,  that  on  and  after  the  close  of  that 
organization  every  Local  Union  connected  with  our  United  Textile 
Workers  shall,  within  three  months,  become  affiliated  with  its  accredited 
Central  Labor  Union  and  this  State  Branch,  or  else  get  out  of  the  In- 
ternational." 

President  Cornelius  Ford,  President  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Branch, 
spoke  on  legislation. 

Delegate  McCarthy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
reported  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  1 : — 

Whereas,  In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Nine  fifty-eight  Hat 
Manufacturers,  known  as  the  Hat  Manufacturers'  Association,  declared 
for  the  open  shop  and  by  doing  so  forced  the  United  Hatters  to  contend 
for  their  rights  for  the  Union  Shop  and  to  use  the  Union  Label  on  soft 
and  stiff  hats  made  by  members  of  the  United  Hatters,  and 

Whereas,  The  manufacturers,  by  their  action,  forced  90  per  cent, 
of  the  Union  women  and  men  in  the  hatting  industry  into  idleness  for 
a  long  period,  entailing  much  suffering  and  sacrifice,  and 

Whereas,  The  splendid  moral  and  financial  support  accorded  to 
us  by  organized  labor  and  others  during  that  period  has  enabled  us  to 
unionize  all  of  the  original  fifty-eight  firms,  except  Crofut  &  Knapp, 
South  Norwalk,  Connecticut ;  Samuel  Mundheim,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  J. 
Rummel  &  Co.,  Newark,  N.  J.;  Schobel  Co.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  three 
others ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  to  the  Twenty-sixth' Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  again  pledge  our 
support  to  the  United  Hatters  by  purchasing  soft  and  stiff  hats  contain- 
ing the  Union  Label  of  the  United  Hatters  of  North  America,  and  by 
suggesting  to  our  friends  they  also  see  the  Union  Label  is  in  their  hats.

Whereas,  The  Domestic  Workers  of  Boston  and  vicinity  are  seek- 
ing to  organize  the  household  workers,  commonly  known  as  the  living- 
out  girl,  and  as  this  work  has  never  been  taken  up  by  organized  labor 
and  of  all  classes  of  workers  the  least  is  known  about  the  Domestic 
Workers,  which  is  caused  by  long  hours  of  work  and  their  isolated  posi- 
tion that  governs  them,  so  foreign  to  the  ordinary  routine  of  other  crafts 
and  employment,  that  we  ask  your  earnest  solicitation  in  adopting  a  plan

Whereas,  There  are  some  300,000  domestic  workers  in  this  coun- 
try and  somewhere  near  the  number  of  12,000  in  this  state,,  that  every 
effort  should  be  put  forth  to  bring  the  true  position  of  the  Domestic 
Workers  before  such  alliance,  and  asking  their  co-operation ;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  form  of  government  of  Intelligence  Offices 
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in  general  is  a  drawback  to  the  welfare  of  the  Domestic  Workers,  that 
we  ask  that  laws  be  advocated  by  your  Legislative  Committee  to  have 
the  Intelligence  Offices  under  State  supervision  and  control,  and  that  a 
bill  be  drawn  up  and  presented  to  Congress  that  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Labor  be  authorized  to  act  co- jointly  with  each  State  for 
the  better  care  of  the  emigrant  girl,  as  we  believe  by  the  nation  and 
States  co-operating  in  these  matters  the  foundation  is  laid  to  help  properly 
adjust  matters  relative  to  the  servant  problem,  and  again  your  Commit- 
tee draw  up  a  bill  to  be  presented  to  the  School  Committee  of  the  vari- 
ous cities  to  establish  evening  classes  in  the  interest  of  the  Domestic 
Workers,  and  again  the  object  of  this  organization  as  a  whole  is  to  have 
shorter  hours  of  labor;  therefore,  be  it

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  78  of  Chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended'  by 

Section  1  of  Chapter  373  of  the  Acts  of  year  1907,  is  hereby  further 

amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 

following : 

"Section  78.  No  person  shall  have  charge  of  or  operate 
or  fire  up  a  steam  boiler  or  engine  in  this  Commonwealth,  ex- 
cept boilers  and  engines  upon  locomotives,  motor  road  vehicles, 
boilers  and  engines  in  private  residences,  boilers  in  apartment 
houses  of  less  than  five  flats,  boilers  and  engines  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  boilers  and  engines  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  exclusively,  boilers  and  engines  of  less 
than  eigth  horse  power,  unless  he  holds  a  license  as  hereinafter 
provided.

"Section  79.     If  such  steam  engine  or  boiler  is  found  to  be 

in  charge  or  operated  by  or  fired  up  by  a  persson  who  is  not  a 

duly  licensed  engineer  or  fireman  and,  after  a  lapse  of  one  week 

from  such  time,  it  is  again  found  to  be  operated  or  fired  up  by 


a  person  who  is  not  duly  licensed,  it  shall  be  deemed  prima 

facie  evidence  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 

section." 

Section  80  of  Chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  80.     The  words  'have  charge'  or  *in  charge'  in  the 

two  preceding  sections,  shall  designate  the  person  under  whose 

supervision  a  boiler  or  engine  is  operated.     The  person  oper- 
ating shall  be  understood  to  mean  any  and  all  persons  who  are 

actually  engaged  in  generating  steam  in  a  power  boiler.       The 

words  'fire  up'  shall  be  understood  to  mean  putting  coal  under  a 

boiler."

regard  being  given  to  the  interests  of  the  State  or  the  welfare  of  the 
inmates,  and  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  free  labor  and  honest 
merchants  of  Massachusetts,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  prisoners  should  be  engaged  in  useful  and 
practical  labor,  such  as  in  the  producing  of  the  necessaries  of  life  and 
such  other  articles  as  may  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  themselves 
and  the  inmates  of  all  other  State  and  city  institutions  and  such  other 
forms  of  work  as  will  not  come  in  direct  competition  with  free  labor; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  in 
convention  assembled  in  the  City  of  Haverhill,  September,  1911,  demand 
the  abolition  of  all  contract  convict  labor  in  the  State  and  city  penal 
institutions  of  Massachusetts,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  con- 
vict labor  in  our  institutions  in  Massachusetts  as  shall  require  the  em- 
ployment of  all  inmates  therein  by  the  cities  or  State  direct  on  its  own 
account,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  or  Legislative  Council  of  the  State 
Branch,  A.  F.  of  L.,  be  directed  to  draft  a  bill  to  be  presented  to  the 
next  General  Court  to  prohibit  the  placing  on  sale  in  this  State  products 
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made  in  any  prison  or  penal  institutions  of  Massachusetts  or  any  other 
States. 

This  bill  to  be  a  State  Branch  bill  and  to  receive  the  sujjport  of  the 
Legislative  Committee.
